The Rev. Percy Stickney Grant, rector 
of the Church of the Ascension, Fifth 
Avenue ahd Tenth. Street, has volun- 
tarily accepted a 50 per cent. reduction 
in his salary to help his vestry cut down 
expenses and meet a large deficit. This 
attion decreases his annual stipend from 
$10,Q00. to. $5,000 

The vestry has also dismissed several 
sajaried chufch workers and has raised 
enobgh money to meet the deficit for the. 
current church year. Had this not been 
Gone, the parish hquse might have been 
closed. This might have meant‘the en 
of Dr. Grant’s public forum, which has 
been held in the parish house since the 
late Bishop Burch two years ;ago re- 
buked Dr. Grant for using: the church 
itself as a meeting’ place for the 
forum.

George T. Page upheld the Pennsylvania 
Railroad today in-its suit to test the 
power ‘of the United States Railroad 
Labor Board by refusing to dismiss the 
temporary injunction recently granted 
by Judge Landis restraining the board 
from censuring the road for violation of 
the board’s decrees. ; 

While refusing to dismiss the tempor 


rary injunction, Judge Page ordered a | 


conference of attorneys for both sides 
and the case probably will come up 
again later. 

he board ordered.the road to hold 
new. elections among its shop craft em- 
ployes some time ago, and ‘the road 
refused to do so. The board then pre- 
pared. to issue a decree vensuring the 
carrier, and the .Pennsylvania obtained 
the Injunction to test the board’s 
powers. \ 

The shop crafts had charged that ‘the 
employes’ representatives who conferred 
with the road over proposed wage re- 
ductions were selected by the road itself 
and not by the employes. They claimed 
that the conferences, therefore, were 
pean. and they were upheld by the 


oard. 

The Labor. Board has never claimed 
power to enforco its decrees, the enforce- 
ment being left under the transportation 
act to the moral responsibility placed 
on carriers and employes through the 
decisions of an impartial body. The only 
power it claimed was to censure publicly 


recently did this in connection with. a 
small Eastern road. The Pennsylvania 
maintained, however, that the board 
could not even censure it.

Amateur Federation Denies An- 
tagonhism to Other National 
Organizations.

With the working. out of a tentative 
constitution and the pronouncement of 
ta declaration’ of purpdse, the delegates 
from ten of the great athletic organiza- 
tions in the United States completed 
their two-day sessién at the Hotel Astor 
yesterday and adjourned until May 8 
and 9, when ,they will assemble in 
Washington for the adoption ‘of the 
constitution and the formal launching of 
the newly-formed National Amateur 
Athletic Federation. 

Previous to the adjournment, Henry P. 
Breckinridge, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, who presided at the meet | 
ings here, issued the following state- 
ment outlining the purposes of -the or- 
ganization: 

“The proposal for the formation of a 
national federation or association of 
organizations of the United States inter 
ested in ogateur athletics is in no wise 
designed an attaek upon any national 
athletic body. Its primary purpose is 
to unite all such in a concerted move- 
ment for the proper direction, : control 
and development -not only; of amateur 
sports but also community and mass 
athletics and other healthful activities 
throughout the nation. It is e ear- 
nest. wish of.those interested in its full 
accomplishment that its membership 
may bécome go -inclusive that, in. every 
fitting sense, it wi a national and 

sentative .amateur spo dy, 
Whose fundamental usefulness will be 
public service. It is much to re- 
poy that personalities have been in- 
d into the: discussion of: this. propo- 
wuos and I. wish.to state emphatically 
t, so far as I know, none of its 
sponsors is actuated by antagonism to 
existing athletic organizations or by 
personal ambitions any sort.’

Copeland made the 
assertion yesterday that the bootlesger 
had nothing 6n the adulterator. of olive 
oil in the way of profits. Peanut and 
cottonseed oils are used and detection is 
difficult, Mr, Salthe said, because the 
original label is seldom disturbed and 


package has been tampered with. 

The Department of Health had con- 
ducted about twenty-five prosecutions in 
the last few months, and most of these 
are still pending in the courte. In this 
work they have had the active assistance 
of exporters who are suffering from the 
bad practices of a few dealers. It has 
been discovered that, not satisfied with 
misbranding as “ Pure Olive Olt’ mix- 
tures of genuine olive ofl and cottonseed 
oll, the practice has grown up of buying 
empty barrels and cans of well-known 

rands whose original contents were 
sealed in Spein. : 

It was said that fraudulent jobbers 
were doing business under. half a dozen 
different names, sending salesmen out 
to offer their go below the market 
prices. According to dealers, things 
came to a pass when in August it was 
practically impossible for any legitimate 
concern to fell any pure olive ofl in this 
market at a price whereby~it could re- 
cover its investment on the sale.

/. ECONOMICS AT GENOA. 


The American view that the Genoa 
conference would be more political than 
economic was early justified by the 
news. Quarrels \ate more interesting 
than agreements, and national differ- 
ences are the life of the statesmen whose 
function it is to compose them. Thus it 
is that we hear more of subjects which 
were not on the Genoa program than of 
the less popular subjects which the con- 
ference was summoned to discuss. Look- 
ing below the surface, it appears that 
agreements on finance are more encour- 
aging than the tactics of the politicians 
and diplomats. The approaches to deci- 
sion are in the right direction.

WORKERS’ EDUCATION.

——— 


Adult Edtication, has contented in his 
recent Lowell Institute lectures, 

The recent workers’ education move- 
ment in this country has been, unhappily, 


largely class-conscious. Whether this is 


due to an assumed indifference on the 
part of the colleges and universities, or to 
inability on the part of these institutions 
to make the necessary provision, or to a 
want of confidence on the part of the 
workers themselves in the disinterested- 
ness of.the established colleges and uni- 
versities, it is a fact that separate insti- 
tutions are being organized for the edu- 
cation of “ workers.” - That there is a de- 
mand by the workers themselyes ‘for 
higher educational advantages—and not 
of the vocational but of the cultural 
sort—is one of the most promising signs 
in a-democracy whose ‘essence is active 
and not passive participation by all in 
“citizenship. Sixty labor institutions “de- 
voted to education ” have come into exist- 
ence and “ workers’ education in Amer- 
ica is still in its infancy.” A conference 
is being held in New. York at which there 
are ‘delegates from many parts of 
the country for the discussion of the 
strengthening and extending of such in- 
stitutions. But, however high the pur- 
pose of those who thus confer apart, 
would it not be more salutary if our State 
and city educational authorities and our 
public and private universities and col- 
leges could make their facilities available 
for qualified adults, whatever their occu- 
pation in life? Thus they could march 
forward with the times in which they 
live, with the elimination rather than 
accentuation of class-consciousness. 








BREAD AND CIRCULARS. 


A witty English politician declares 
that the modern governmental substitute 
for “panem et circenses” is bread and 
circulars. He refers, of course, to the 
system of “doles” for the unemployed in 
England, combined, as it has been, with 

streams of official advice to 
them. If they are given one loaf of 
bread, they get with it ten sets of direc- 
tions how to eat it. Also, the land is 
filled with armies of Government inspec- 
tors investigating, tabulating and, above 
all, exhorting. Lord MELBOURNE’s impa- 
tient yet wise exclamation, “Can’t you 
let it alone?” is as obsolete as King 
CANUTE.” 

The affliction is one of which we are 
not ignorant in the United States. Pri- 
vate “circularization” for all sorts of 
causes has reached appalling propor- 
tions. To cope with it thousands of be- 
leaguered business men have had to tear 
down their waste baskets and build 
greater, And the floods of printed mat- 
ter sent out by the Government, while 
not so great as they were in wartime, 
are still large enough to threaten to sub- 
merge the objects of official attention. 
There seems no way to check the instinct

“A HIGH AUTHORITY.” 


, On March 31, 1919, The Westminster 
Gazette published a dispatch from its 
Paris correspondent, Mr. SIsLey Hup- 
DLESTON, giving what purported to be 
“the authentic British view” of the 
proper peace terms as furnished to the 
correspondent by “a high authority.” 
Since the peace policy there set down was 
much. more moderate than. the “ shilling 
for shilling and ton for ton” program 
on which Mr.-Lioyp GrorGE had won 
the general election in the previous De- 
cember, 870 members of Parliament, 
alarmed by this and other evidence, sent 
to the Prime Minister their famous tele- 
gram demanding that he “ present. the 
bil] in full” to the Germans. Mr-“Lioyp 
Georce quieted their fears, and even- 
tnally responded, in a considerable de- 
gree, to their demands. . Moreover, 
coming back to Parliament two weeks 
later, he pooh-poohed the assertion that 
the dispatch to The Westminster Gazette 
was “a reliable source” of information 
as to the British policy at the conference. 

Now, after three years, publication of 
Mr. Lioyp Georce’s private memoran- 
dum of March, 1919, confirms in the 
main this “anonymous article” of 
which Mr. Lioyp GEORGE complained. 
Apparently, it was “a reliable source” 
of information. Then who was the 
“high authority”? According to Mr. 
HUDDLESTON, it was Mr. LLoyp GEORGE 
himself.. In what sense that gentleman 
can be described as “ reliable” we leave 
the professors of ethics to determine. 
Asked recently about the matter in the 
House of Commons, he fell. back on the 
usual excuses of the politician. He had 
no recollection of any such ‘interview, 


‘the text of it had not been shown to him 


for revision, and in any case he had 
been misquoted. The incident raises a 
question of considerable importance in 
the morality not only of journalism but 
of politics. The interview with a states- 


man who begins by saying “ Don’t quote 


me,” and has to be veiled under the 
designation of “a high authority,” is 
commoner in Washington than ‘in’ West- 
minster, and is responsible for some of 
the most serious problems of, Washing- 
ton reporting. Obviously, it:affords ex- 


cellent protection for an thscrupulous 


correspondent. The “high -authority” 
may be anybody, even the correspondent 
himself. As a matter of fact, in Wash- 
ington he is almost always a really high 
authority. Instances of the abuse of this 
liberty by correspondents are almost 
non-existent, Its abuse by statesmen, 
unfortunately, is common. 

The Westminster Gazette; in some 
editorial comment on this episode, lays 
down the general principle that a poli- 
tician talking under pledge of anonymity 
ought to tell the truth and not “a pre- 

thrown out to test opinion,” and 
that if he repudiates his statements 
upon finding that they are unpopular 
the reporter should be permitted to name 
his info t. The life df a newspaper 
man would be a good deal easier if this 
were the case; but in Washington, at 
least, it wouldn’t work. A correspondent 
who broke the pledge of secrecy, espe- 
cially if he did it to prove that the offi- 
cial and not the ¢orrespondent was a 
liar, would get no more interviews with 
that official. ‘

Champions of the open shop lately 
gathered statistics to show that union 
eadership is attended by a trio of evils: 
widespread unemployment, exorbitant 
prices to the public and decreased earn- 
ings to the workers.

PASSPORT SERVICE 
1S SELF-SUPPORTING 


Visa Fees Under New Law Bring 
ina Profit of $2,000,000, 
Says Bank. 


Passport and visa fees collected by the 
Department of State under the increased 
rates set by the act of June 4, 1920, 
have been sufficient to render these ser- 
vices self-supporting and show an addil- 
tional profit of more than $2,000,000 for 
\the first year, according to the National 
Bank of Commerce. These fees and 
those levied by other countries in retali- 
ation against the United States have lea 
many American business men and tour- 
ists to condemn the system. 

““ An American going abroad finds it 
necessary to provide himself with a pass- 
port which costs $10,’ the bank says. 
“The charges for visas vary, but for the 
majority of European countries they are

WILL BARE GERMAN PLOTS 


Professor Pupin Believes That 
300,000,000 Slavs in Europe 
and Asia Can Be United. 


A movement to combine the 300,000,000 
Slavs of Europe and Asia into one 
big cultural, economic and political 
union, patterned after the United States, 
will be launched formally at a meeting 
of Sldvs and Slav sympathizers to be 
held the latter part of this week at 
the home of Professor Michael I, Pupin 
of Columbia University, 1 West Seventy- 
second Street. Some of those who ex- 
pect to attend this meeting primarily 
for the organization of the American 
Slav Sodiety explained yesterday that 
the proposed consolidation of the Slavs 
would mark a final breaking away from 
Teutonic domination ‘and would mili- 
tate against the German and Russian 
alliancg announced at the Genoa con- 
ference last week. 

The American Slav Society ia to be 
incorporated within q few days. after 
the meeting, and it will make applica- 
tion for a charter under the laws of 
New York, according to Professor 
Pupin. ‘The idea of Slav unification 
has inspired Slav patriots for cen- 
turies. The belief that there may be 
eventually a United States of Slavia, 
guided by~ the same principtes of free- 
dom laid down by the Constitution of 
the United States, and inspired by 
American philosophy and American in- 
stitutions, has been a life-long convic- 
tion of Professor Pupin, acknowledged 
leader of the Slavs in the United 
States.

States aré preparing for increased busi- 
ness activity, Which is predicted for the 
later months of the year, is, indicated 
by the number of freight cars and loco- 
friotives contracted for thus far “during 
the current year. Orders for ,eqaipment 
have been unusually heavy in the last 
few weeks. 

Actual orders placed thos far in 1922 
approximate 50,000 cars, ineluding the 
order for 16,000 cars announced by. the 
New. York Central Railroad last week. 
There were numreous other ordérs from 
rallroads scattered ‘throughout the coun- 
try which were not included in the 
as Official confirmation of 
reports of the orders had not: been. ob- 
tained. But on the whole the total “is 
the. largest since 1916, which has been 
characterized as the last normal year in 
the equipment industry. 

Total car orders placed during the first 
quarter of 1922, called for the delivery of y 
20,281 freight cars, 420. passenger cars 
and 90 locomotives. Since April 1, car 
orders not including the 16,000 for the 
New York Central totaled Officially, 
5,010 freight cars, 423 passenger cars; 
while orders for locomotives totaled 86, 
almost equal the total for the first three 
months. These figures are from the 


current issue of the Railway Age which 
compiles the record of equipmént and 
rail orders, 


Size of the Orders a Feature. 


‘A feature of the 1922 freight car busi- 
ness has been the size of the orders," 
says the paper, “as ¢videnced by the 
New York Central's 16,000, the Burling- 
ton’s 7,300, the St, Paul's 4,000, the Nor- 
folk & Western's 4,000, the Union Pacif- 
ie’s 4,500, the Pacific Fruit Bxpress’s 
3,200. 

** The passenger car business has come 
into its own after a long-drawn-out 
period of lethargy,’"’ adds the paper, 
“ Passenger car crders were omitted 
frcm the scheme of things during Fed- 
eral control. During all 1921, the pas- 
senger car orders totaled only 246, In 
the first three months of.1922, the orders 
tetaled 420; in The Railway Age of April 
1,-there were reported 50, and in that of 
April 8—last week's issue—there weré 
peported 873, a to.al thus far this year,

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PROSECUTION OF 


” BOGUS BANKRUPTS| 


Action by Trade’ Bodies Not 
Only to Punish Them, but - 
to Deter Others. & 


Two things stand out in the treatment 
ot’ financially embarrassed merchant? 
by their creditors these days—increasing 
leniency toward those who have hon- 
eztiy failed and increasing severity of 
‘treatment of ‘those who have done so 
fraudulently. Both methods are making 
themselves felt at the present time, when 
failures, both honest and fraudulent, are 
greater in number and volume than far 
many years. 

** Business depression naturally brings 
ah increased number of commercial fail- 
ures,”’ Herbert A. Wolff of Greenbaum, 
Wolff & Ernst, attorneys for several 
trade associations, said ycsterday in dis- 
cussing the yarious phases of the situa- 
tion, ‘‘and an increased number of 
bankruptcies multiplies the number of 
those that are fraudulent. It is cer- 
tainly no exaggeration to say that there 
hay never been so many commercial 
frauds committed as during the present 
depression in business. 

‘In order to combat this unfortunate 
condition successfully, and for the pur- 
pose of bringing to justice those guilty 
of flagrant commercial crimes. and de- 
terring ‘others. similarly minded from 
committing such offenses, a number of 
trade associations are making concerted 
efforts to prosecute there cases, and are 
raising * fighting funds’ with which to 
finance the work of prosecution. 

‘“*In the minds of some business men 
there may exist uncertainty regarding 
why such funds are necessary. The an- 
swér is. simple. In most cases of fraud- 
ulent. bankruptcy the bankrupt has ap- 
prosiated for himself or for his own 

nefit practically all the assets of any 
value. It is not infrequent that in these 
cases the assets ll be of a. nominal 
value, possibly less than $1,000, with 
lMabtlities running into the hundreds of 
thousands. 

‘* The‘ bankrupt, of course, has tried 
in every possible way to cover up the 
fraudulent transactions, and. also to 
cover up the concealment. Before the 
case is‘ready for the District Attorney 
it usuaily requires weeks of careful in- 
vestigation -by an accountant, the em- 

loyment of private detectives to fol- 
iow up various clues, and the examina- 
tion of numerous witnesses before the. 
Referee in Bankruptcy. Such investiga- 
tions involve a considerable amount. of 
expense,. for.without them there would 
be no cases to submit to the Grand Jury 
for_action. No one tor can bé ex- 
pected to advance the necessary money, 
and even creditors in a group are loath 
to advance funds for the purpose, for 
usually they have atready lost .money 
as a resulteof the fraud. It sometimes 
happens that many creditors in a par- 
ticular case under investigation will. be 
so hard hit by the loss they have sus- 
tained that they are not financially able 
to meet an assessment to cover the ex- 
pense of the exhaustive investigation re- 
quired to complete the case against the 
debtor. f \ o 

“It is because several trade organiza- 
tions feel tnat the fight against a 
fraudulent bankrupt is not merely the 
concern of the creditors in any particu- 
lar case, but that it is an affair’ of .the 
entire trade, that they have assessed all 
thelr members to raise a prosecution 
fund and hold this. fund/ available for 
use in handling any flagrant case of 
commercial dishonesty that may be 
brought to their attention. Among the 
associations which have such a fund 's 
the . National Jewelers’ Board of *Trade: 
Thies organization. has to its credit-a

M. and continue throughout the week.

The collection of jskins to, be sold is 
in some ways larger than any other that 
has been put up here since’ the tag end 
of the boom period, when more than a@ 
week's selling was required to dispose of 
the offerings, The quality of the mer- 
chandise, according to experienced fur 
men, runs well throughout the entire col- 
lection. Aside trom. predictions that 
staple furs would receive closer atten- 
tion from the buyers than the fancier 
ones, not much has been said about the 
way the various lots would probably 
sell. The value of the total offering has 
been set at about $3,000,000, but it would 
not be surprising to see that figure ex- 
ceeded by the actual’ sales total in view 
of the size of the offering. 

From a numerical point of view, one 
Of the features of Monday's sessions will 
be the unusually large proportion of 
Southern pelts included in the muskfat 
offerings.

FOLLOWING A LEADER. 


Why American Woolen Company is 
Able to Set Price Standards. 


/The woolen market, as a whole, seems 

to be fairly well content to follow the 
lead of the American Woolen Company, 
which lately has. increased prices. This 
was not always the case, but has been & 
significant. development since the waf. 
In former years, it is pointed out, the 
opening of the dominant, factor was a 
target for other mill organizations to 
aim out and, according to the ver- 
macular of the trade, the company 
“ held the umbrella ’’ for the rest of the 
market. 

Since the armigtice close observers have 
noted an important change, dating from 
the: first season after hostilities, when 
the leading factor put the knife deeply 
into prices. Last year, in the midst 
of the business slump, an opening was 
announced several months ahead of the 
date when other mills could see any 
possibility of getting business. The 
wisdom of this was shown in ‘the 
amount of orders taken ard the fine 
production record of the company dur- 
ing the year. 

It is considered quite possible, how- 
ever, that the company is putting into 
effect. some of its. war-time experien 
During the operation on war contrac 
the’ mills found how operating costs 
were reduced when the looms were 
fully employed, It was stated at the 
time that economies could be effected 
which would enable much cheaper pro- 
duction. Furthermore, it was demon- 
strated how small. an item) after all, is 
the operative's wage when spread: over 
large yardage. This very fact, it is aug: 
gested, may have dictated the policy o 
the woolen company not to lower wages 
further. It is understood that another 1 
per. cent. reduction would not actually 
make more than two or three cents aj, 
yard difference.

EW of the thousands who

Grant, disowned of the world, not 
too proud of himself and hopelessly 
in dent, offered at a local meeting 
of patriots at Galena, [ll., the an- 
swer. He said, in effect: ‘‘I am 
trained, 1 am ready, I am able to 
command troops, I know what to do 
and how to do it,’’ he, the ‘‘ carpet- 
bag interloper ” of less than a year’s 
residence in the town! His old mili- 
tary coat, his well-worn military 
boots, with trousers stuffed into

** Captain Grant,” gave proof that 
he might be telling the truth.

The answer to that query 
would lead through sorrowful details 
of jealousy and politics. 

After months of offering himself, 
after borrowing more money, not 
from his own family; appearing in 
disreputable garb among  distin- 
guished public men, by mere acci- 
dent or sheer good luck hé was given 
command of the Twenty-first Illinois 
Regiment, and John A. Logan intro- 
duced him to his doubting and un- 
ruly men in grandiloquent and insin- 
cere phrases, But Logan meant 
much to the men of Illinois, now 
that Douglas was dead and had 
shown him the right side of the war.

After some disappointments and 
_ Gelays, Grant found his way to Fort 


Henry, In Western Tenricssee, not 
duly appreciated und fortified by 
Jefferson Davis. Grant asked his 
chief, Halleck, at St. Louis to allow 
him to take the fort, He was re- 
fused. He-&sked again. Finally 
consent was given, and on Feb. 16 
Grant reported that Forts Henry 
and Donelson, with 15,000 prisoners, 
were captured. From that day till 
the final act in the great drama 
men knew who Unconditional Sur- 
render Grant was. The North had 
found a commander. ‘The victory at 
Forts. Henry and Donelson amazed 
Grant himself. Instead of a consid- 
erable victory, the capture of 15,000 
prisoners and the safety of the im- 
tmnediate neighborhood, Grant found 
that Missouri was made untenable 
by the Confederacy so long as those 
two forts were in Northern control; 
he found that all of West Kentucky, 
the stronghold of the Confederacy 
in the. region, was safely his; all 
Western Tennessee was Grant’s 
without a further shot, except per- 
haps the City of Memphis. ~ 

In fact, Grant’s apperently minor 
move had become the greatest vic~- 
tory of the Nortk in the war. The 
littie man was master of the Con- 
federate West from Muscle Shoals to 
Kansas City, .fr6m Memphis to 
Louisville, President Lincoln knew 
that something had happened. How 
or why it happened neither he ner 
Grant was quite aware. But Jef- 
ferson Davis knew. When on a 





dreary day, Feb. 22, 1862, he and 
his devoted Southerners were about 
to convert the Provisional Govern- 
ment into the Government of the 
Confederate States of America, news 
came that the silent and rejected 
Captain Grant of Galena had prac- 
tically ripped off a yast stretch of 
territory from the South and almost 
opened the Mississippi ffom St. Paul 
to the Gulf! Davis read in the se- 
cret dispatches that were handed to 
him the day of his inaugural the 
probable doom of the great Confed- 
erate adventure, Grant was shak- 
ing the Confederacy to its very 
centre, 

Jesse Grant was pleased, He visit- 
ed his now famous son in the midst 
of his troops, He said: “‘ Be care- 
ful,-Ulyss; you are a General now; 
it’s a good job, don’t lose it.” One 
wonders whether the prosperous 
leather merchant, the prices of all 
his wares rising daily, bethought 
him to take over some of ‘' Ulyss’s "’ 
burdénsome debts, 

The victory was great; but Hal- 
leck did not know it. The way to 
Vicksburg and New Orleans was as 
good as open; yet Lincoln labored 
incessantly to get Buell and Thomas 
to plunge a great raw army into the 
vast forests of Hast Kentucky and 
Tennessee where all that had been 
won would probably be lost. Such a 
move would have taken from Grant 

ded reinfor ts, Thomas, 
by acts that amounted to insubordi- 
nation, saved Grant the opportunity 
to march into his empire, the great 
region between Kentucky and North- 
ern Mississippi; and Lincoln. disap- 
pointed that no military man would 
march to the relief of the be- 
leaguered Unionists about Knoxville, 
assented to Grant's next immediate 
and, as historians think, mistaken 
offensives, 

He spent a year fighting for. a re- 
gion that was already his; he came 
within the narrowest margin of 
overwheiming and irretrievable ruin 
at Shiloh in April; and then he came 
near to losing a great and growing 
army in the disease-laden swamps to 
the northeast of Vicksburg; and 
finally all the old tales of drink and 
failure, his father’s warnings, re- 
vived and his enemies were at the 
point of overthrowing him. Nor 
were his troops altogether contented. 
There were political Generals about 
him; there were other Generals who 
sought his undoing, some who would 
have risked the cause itself to din 
the lustre of his star. Grant re- 
mained silent; he remained Grant. 

Nor does the historian contend that 
Grant was wise in his strategy or his 
movements from Shiloh to the fights 
in the swamps of Big Black River in 
January, 1868. He almost failed. 
Grant was not as yet a military 
genius. Unlike Napoleon, he did not 
know geography; and, like Napoleon 
in 1818, he ignored climate. But he 
did learn, which cannot be said for 
most military commanders. With 
half his soldiers in hospitals and the 
other half knee-deep in mud and 
water, while the President began to 
doubt his value, he somehow realized 
thatthe one way to Vicksburg was 
the long way across the Mississippi, 








thence a tortuous route to a point 
thirty miles below Vicksburg and 
across the great river again and into 
the open dry land between Vicksburg 
and Jackson, where Joe Johnston 
would be taken unawares and ren; 
dered useless to the Quaker General 
Pemberton in the beleaguered city. 
He had almost lost an army on the 
wrong way. He would lose another 
if he persisted in the policy of frontal 
attack, his unconditional surrender 
method of February, 1862, It was, 
in the early Spring of 1868, success 
against Vicksburg or failure alto- 
gether in the West—the eclipse of 
Grant. 

The greatnese of Grant now shone 
out. He took the plunge into the 
Arkansas-Louisiana wilderness. He 
came out in Central Mississippi be- 
tween the army of Johnston and that 
of Pembcrton! It was Napoleonic. 
On July 4, 1863, Grant was master 
of Vicksburg. Thirty thousand Con- 
federates were his prisoners. The 
territory of the Confederacy was cut 
in half. At Donelson Grant had won 
by frontal attack, sheer force and 
daring—the German ninethod. © At 
Vicksburg he won by ruse and ma- 
noeuvre, by slow discovery of the art 
of war. He was beginning to be 
General Grant. 

This growth of a great American, 
the making of one of the nation's 
heroes, is so characteristic that I 
have dwelt upon it. Nor-is the tale 
of his work from Vicksburg to Ap- 
pomattox less revealing. I must give 
onty one salient feature. 

When Lincoln had tried all means 
at his disposal to break the hold of 
Robert E. Lee upon Northern Vir- 
ginia and take away the imminent 
threat of the capture of Washington, 
he, in the Spring of 1864, turned to 
Grant. The country was weary of 
the war. If a great victory against 
Lee could be won that Summer, Lin- 
coln and the Union would be saved: 
if Lee won a great battle and sent 
Grant into the ‘* discard,’’ as he had 
done to McClellan and Pope and 
Burnside and Hooker, Lincoln would 
lose his cause and his place in his- 
tory. It was a great ordeal, a great 
and hazardous chance. The people of 
the North were sore and doubtful, 
but they gave Grant a vast army. 
They would ‘‘try again.’’ But 
Grant must not fail. 

The terrible game of war started 
afresh on the very ground where 
Hooker had lost in May, 1843. The 
skeletons of dead men and horses, 
bleached in the rain and the sun of 
the preceding months, greeted the 
heroic fighters of the North and 
South as they met each other in the 
Wilderness a second time. It was 
terrible. Six horrible weeks the 
slaughter went on. Grant lost as 
many men as Lee had in his whole 
command. The nation and the 
world looked on and wondered what 
vital principl what und@iscovered 
virtue, animated the soldjers who 
died by the scores of thousands in 
these six weeks. 

Lincoln felt the impact of it all. 
He paced the corridors of the White 
House, His renomination and his re- 
election, his ideals of human gov- 
ernment, were all at stake. Grant

remained as ever silent, save as he 
asked for more and more young men 
out of the Joins of the North. Gov- 
ernment stocks fell on every market 
in the world to unheard-of levels; a 
dollar in gold cost 280'cents in lawful 
money. Great Republican leaders 
abandoned Lincoln. Thaddeus Ste- 
vens declared aloud in the House 
that the President had hardly a 
friend in that body. Charlies Sumner 
heaped his unmatched ridicule upon 
a President worthy only to be com- 
pared with Louis XVI. for impo- 
tence, : 

Would Grant fail? 
the North thought so. Should Lin- 
coln be abandoned? A conference of 
many leading Republicans that met 
in New York City the last days of 
July declared so. They asked him to 
withdraw from the Presidential vcam- 
paign. Nor did the South show fear 
of Grant. Lee expected almost daily 
the news that Grant had been re- 
moved. Davis expected Lee to crush 
Grant in the swamps to the east of 
Richmond, where McClellan had been 
crushed two years before Jrant’s 
men were wayering. {it was said 
again that he had ‘‘ taken to drink.’ 
Others said he slaughtered his sol- 
diers—-as if slaughter were not the 
business of war. the means tc 
tory. Would Grant fail? 

And Grant was about to fail He 
was on the wrong trail, ax he had 
been in the first drives upon Vicks- 
burg. He could not beat Lee by 
head-on collision. ‘‘ Unconditional 
Surrender ‘’ Grant must surrender 
to strategist Grant, else Grant 
would: be McClellan. Once more 
Grant learned more of the art of 
war. He studied geography. in the 
face of the greatest General of the 
war he resolved secretly to deceive 
the greatest General of the war. AC: 
Cold Harbor on June 12 Grant had 
lost 12,000 men in two hoturs., That 
could not be repeated. While Lee 
lay asleep of nights in his tent 
northeast of Richmond, confident 
that Grant would repeat Cold Har- 
bor, Grant moved his army far in 
the rear. On the 15th of June he 
crossed the James River at City 
Point, and before Lee knew it, his 
vast army was wel! on the way to 
Petersburg, the key to Richmond! 
It was more magwificent than Vicks- 
burg, because he had outgeneraled 
Lee, because the fall of Petersburg 
would mark the fall of the Confed- 
eracy. “But few knew the meaning 
of the move. Lincoln was asked to 
resign «after the world knew of 
Grant's successful move. But Lee 
knew. He recognized now .- the 
greatness of the tanner’s son of 
Ohio. Nor was there a_ greater 
stroke during the Civil War. The 
moving of a vast army in front of 
Lee, from Cold Harbor to Peters- 
burg, without a fight or the loss of 
@ man was the greatest beating Lee 
ever experienced. Grant had wor 
the war! 

Ten months later he met Lee in 
the famous confereace at Appo- 
mattox. Tht two looked upon each 
other. Was it to be ‘‘ unconditional 
surrender ’’’ as at Fort. Dunelson? 
The steel of the then democratic

vic 





North stood victorious before the 
splendid fire of the then aristocratic 
South. They respected each other 
as true men ever must do. Grant 
said to Lee, let your men and of- 
ficers go home in peace. So long as 
they obey the laws of their respec- 
tive communities and keep the peace 
they shall not be molesied. There 
were no humiliations given or taken, 
no other penalties than the terrible 
penalties already _laid upon the 
beaten South by war itself. Lee was 
gratified. The men went home eon- 
tented, if sorrowful. A great fight 
had been lost; the unity of a great 
nation had been won. 

Lincoln approved Grant. The world 
wondered, with Matthew Arnold, 
who it was that had beaten ‘Lee. 
For months the very fabric of Amer- 
ican life had hung upon the bent 
form ‘of Grant and he had seemred all 


“unconscious of the fact. When Lee 


departed down the great way of the 
defeated in history Grant did mt 
exult; he huried no stones at the 
great Confederate. He felt and 
showed the impulses of a great soul. 
At that moment he was the moral 
victor only a little less great than 
Lincoln himself. Is it for this we 
pause at the tomb of Grant? 

If things had only gone forward in 
that spirit. That is, if men could 
have remained upon the high level 
that their better leaders had lifted 
them to! The fall from that levei, 
the role of Grant in the sordid days 
w! rs eity was h A A as 
a national policy, I de not intend to 
trace. It is often so; victories are 
lost because men grasp after the 
loaves and the fishes of war and then 
the victors lose the loaves and the 
fishes. ‘

'ORAFT OF FICTION. By P

OOKS such as this must be 
their author’s own exceed- 
ing great reward. Though 
issued to ‘* the public,” they 
have no concern with that 

many-headed . monster. They are 
written by “‘ the author” for him- 
self and a few friends. In the best 
sense, they are “for private circu- 
lation only.” To write them is the 
happiness of authorship. Neither 
hope nor fear of the best or the 
worst selling has any part in their 
creation. They have no axe what- 
ever to grind. As Oscar Wilde said 
of all art, they are ‘‘ quite useless.” 
Recently I saw it stated that Percy 
Lubbock’s book is the first dealing 
with the craft of fiction. One other 
book’of the kind I, at all events, re- 
member with pleasure, a book by 
Cosmo Hamiltéi. Mr. Hamilton's 
book affected, at least, a more tech- 
nical intent—the instruction of the 
“young writer in the art of writing 
novels and short stories. But Mr. 
Hamilton, it is not to be doubted, 
must have realized as he wrote that 
neither the art of fiction nor any 
other art can be taught. It is one 
of the fallacies of the hour that the 
poet is made, not born; and the mis- 
guided enco' nt to write of- 
fered on eve hand to those who 
were never born to write, particu- 
larly in a world in which already 
there are all too many writers, is 
much to be regretted. It is a waste 
of good time all round. Discourage- 
ment rather than encouragement is 
the discipline on which most great 
writing has thrived. The tar rope 
for young writers has always prowed 
more instructive than the lollipops 
of praise on which they are now 
nourished. No real writer neods 
“ encouragement ” of the coddling 
kind; and, as for his ‘‘ art,” it has, 
first of al), been instinctive, and 
next it has been trained by a more 
than less unconscious love for, rath- 
er than imitation of, the great mas- 
ters. The *« encouragement ” which 
gave us ‘‘ Don Quixote’ was an 
arm lost at the battle of Lepanto, 
some years as an Algerian slave, and 
the jealousy of forgotten Spanish 
contemporaries. 

Neither Cervantes nor Dickens nor 


purported to be something of a tech- 
nical manual. So far as such a man- 
ual can be, in its analysis of 
methods it was admirable, though 
vain, but as the ‘‘ adventures " of 
one novelist’s soul among the mas- 
terpleces of other novelists it was 
delightful and distinguished reading. 
It offered the lover of fiction that 
comparing of notes

minded friends. It belonged to the 
camaraderie of reading. And Percy 
Lubbock’s book belongs to the same 
class of friendly books.

with Mr. Lubbock, rather from 
pleasurable curiosity than from 
any painful and futile purpose of 
instruction, the methods and man- 
ners of the great story-tellers they 
have enjoyed. Mr. Lubbock, indeed, 
as will presently appear, has well- 
defined theories on the subject to 
advocate. As he expressly states, it is 
the ‘‘ form ’’ rather than the “ con- 
tent,” the human interest, or the 
various delight of the story-tellers 
he discusses, with which he is con- 
cerned; but I Go not think that he 
is under any illusions that his dem- 
onstration of the formlessness of 
Tolstoy or the impeccable form of 
Fiaubert will have any effect upon 
the practice of contemporary or fu- 
ture story-tellers. His is a discus- 
sion among friends, friends inter- 
ested to watch how certain effects 
were produced and how certain mas- 
terpieces came into being. There is 
neither harm nor ‘“ use"? in such 
interchange of impressions, but the 
reading is unusually pleasant, for 
the best of all reasons, because Mr. 
Lubbock writes unusually well. 
However, I think it must be admit- 
ted that his writing occasionally re- 
minds us that Mr. Lubbock is the

having expressed it, I would 
glance at the book once more, to 
be satisfied that my judgment fits 
it, I-can only turn to the image, 
such as it is, that remains in a 
deceiving memory. * * The 
form of a novel—and how often a 
critic uses that expression, too—is 
something that none of us, per- 
haps, has ever really contemplat- 
ed. It is revealed little by little, 
page by page, and it is withdrawn 
as fast as it is revealed; as a 
whole, complete and perfect, it 
would only exist in a more tena- 
cious memory than most of us 
have to rely upon. Our critical 
faculty may be admirable; we may 
be thoroughly capable of judging 
a book justly. if only we could 
watch it at ease. But fine taste 
and keen perception are of no use 
to us if we cannot retain tie 
image of the book; and the image 
escapes and evades us like a cloud. 
The book, Mr. Lubbock proceeds 
to say, which we actually judge, is a 
book re-created by ourselves from 
the original, a sort of microcosm: 


We fashion for ourselves, we 
objectify, the elements in it that 
happen to strike us most keenly, 
such as an effective scene or a 
brilliant character. These things 
take. shape in the mind of the 
reader; they are re-created and 
set up where the mind’s eye can 
rest on then. They become works 
of art, no doubt, in their way, but 
they are not the book which the 
author offers us. 


Mr. Lubbock then proceeds, with 
a most pleasing delicacy and deft- 
ness, to deduce rather than formu- 
late | those virtues of form which he 





For the most part, however, he is 
unusually human in his manner for 
a critic of the fine shades, and he 
wears his distinction easily, as one 
who is born to it rather than those 
who painfully and vainly simulate 
it. The opening paragraphs of Mr. 
Lubbock’s book not only afford a 
characteristic example of his style, 
but also present us with what, at all 
events to me, is an original thought 
in regard to the difficulty of judging 
a book as a whole: .

Form, design, composition, are 
to be sought in a novel, as in any 
other work of art; a novel is the 
better for possessing them. That 
we must own, if fiction is an art 
at all; and an art it must be, 
since a literal transcript of life is 
plainly impossible. The laws of 
art, therefore, apply to this ob- 
ject of our scrutiny, this novel, 
and it is the better, other things 
being equal, for obeying them. 
And yet, is it so very much the 
better? Is it not somehow true 
that fiction, among the arts, is a 
peculiar case, unusually 


to matter. May we not conclude 

that form, design, composition, 

have a rather different bearing 
upon the art of fiction than any 
they may have elsewhere? 

This is the very gallantry of criti- 
cism, and so disarming, for it art- 
fully anticipates and allows the very 
thiags one’ was about te say against 
Mr. Lubbock’s thesis. But, neediess 
to say, Mr. Lubbock proceeds with it 


examines one rpiece after ap- 
other, with comments of a rarely 
illuminating, originality. He begins 
by taking the two extremes of the 
modern novel, ‘‘ War and Peace” 
and ‘‘ Madame Bovary.’’ No more 
generous appreciation and under- 
standing of Tolstoy’s genius is 
known to me, The panoramic sweep 
of his vision, the large, easy creative 
fpower, the instinstice vitaliing 
touch, the profound and _ tender 
humanity. All these and more Mr. 
Lubbock takes for granted, while he 
brings to them amazement and rev- 
erence of praise. But these, as he 
reminds us again and again, are not 
the concern of his ‘‘ narrow '’ in- 
quiry—which, first and last, is 
4‘ form,” Tolstoy, obviously, is 
titanically formless. His dimensions 
are too vast for the Procrustes bed 
of any critic. But, at the same 
time, Mr. Lubbock insists ‘‘ War 
and Peace'’ is two novels rather 
than one, two stories that might 
possibly have been fused, with less 
matter and more art. ‘‘ What is 
the story? '’ he asks. 


There is, first of all, a succession 
of phases in the lives of certain 
generations; youth that passes out 
into maturity, fortunes that meet 
and clash and re-form, hopes that 
flourish and wane and reappear in 
other lives, age that sinks and 
hands on the torch to youth again

This, of course, is clever, but why 
suppose that the great creator was 
not perhaps even as clever as his 
critic? Why assume that he was 
quite unconscious,” &c.? Why 
may not ‘‘ War and Peace" be re- 
garded, not as two novels, but as 
one novel with two sides? What 
more fusion is needed than that the 
same character are used from two 
different standpoints—as individuals 
with their personal passionate 
stories, ‘and as impersonal units of 
a on in a crisis of its history? 
Sufely the story, say, of the Amer- 
ican youth who went to Europe to 
make the world safe for democracy 
might be treated in exactly the same 
way. On the one hand, they were 
lads with love affairs, wives and 
sweethearts, which they were sud- 
denly called on to forget, along with 
their own individual selves, to be- 
come a part of a huge unindivid- 
ualized mass representing the Amer- 
ican Nation. It is merely a case of 
life viewed through two ends of the 
telescope in the same book, and it is 
quite possible to hold that Tolstoy's 
** art ’’ showed itself the greater for 
what Mr. Lubbock regards as a 
formless method. There are some 
forms too vast in bulk and outline 
for the clever measuring eye to take 
them tn. And Mr. “Lubbock practi- 
cally admits the futility, even frivol- 
ity, of his own argument when, as he 
turns to Flaubert, he thus tempo- 
rarily takes farewell of Tolstoy (for 
he has faults to find with ‘‘ Anna 
Karenina ’’ later on) with the re- 
mark: \‘ That so much remains, 
in spite of everything, gives the 
measure of Tolstoy’s genius; that 
becomes the more’ extraordinary as 
the chaotic plan of his book is ex- 
plored. He could work with such 
lordly neglect of his subject, and yet 
he could produce such a book—it is 
surely as much as to say that Tol- 
stoy’s is the supreme genius among 
novelists.” 

When Mr. Lubbock turns to “Ma- 
dame Bovary" we are treated once 

ore, though with navel modula- 
tions, to the theme of the ‘‘ impecca- 
bility " of what I dare ventur¢ to call 
the most overrated book in the world, 
a book indeed saved miraculously by 
an art tragically misapplied. Surely 
I am not alone in feeling that the 
praises of ‘‘ Madame Bovary ” have 
been sung ad nauseam, and that 
the book represents the reductio 
ad m of the gospel of *‘ art 
for s sake.” Even Flaubert him- 
self grew weary and doubtful of his 
subject, as day by day he sacrificed 
his «beautiful gift on so poor an al- 
tar. Mr. Labbock himself, with his

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The Spring’s Literary 
Landmarks . 


BEVERAL interesting facts stand 
out in a birdseye view of the 
Spring book ‘lists. A prepon- 
derance of fiction is percepti- 
ble, although, of course, this 

may be partially to the fact that 
publishers, with thé Summer months 
before them, have a feeling that 
heavier fare than fiction is hardly 
the thing to offer, And the distin- 
guishing mark of this new fiction 


particular branch of literary art in 
this country is becoming more and 
more impregnated with a national 
feeling. America is creeping up 
through the blood of our authors and 
, making itself evident in their offer- 
ings. Also to be observed this Spring 
is the large number of books relat- 
ing to the drama and printed plays 
that are offered. A number of the 
Past season's successes have already, 
or will shortly, gain the dignity of 
covers, and the Little Theatre move- 
ment, which started some years ago, 
is still manifesting itself In an in- 
creasing literature. In other branches 
of letters there are some important 
additions to history and Mography, 
some memoirs that sound as though 
they would be absorbing; a rather 
long religious list, a rather disap- 
pointing poetry list and a decided 
slackening and failing off of really 

. fine travel amd description books. 
Essays are in a decided minority, and 
economics, sociology, natural history 
and philosophy are represented by 
extremely limited lists of really im- 
portant books. A number of juvenile 
books are promised. Fiction and 
drama appear to be the important 
gestures this Spring. 

Turning to the fiction, the trend 
toward an analytic exploitation of 
the country is easily perceptible. 
Edgar Lee Masters’s ‘‘ Children of 
the Market Place” really gives the 
history of the Middle West from 1833 
to the opening years of the Civil 
War. ** Vandemark’s Folly,” by 
Herbert Quick, is a story of the 
growth and pioneering days of the 
country, and, to take a long jump, 
Mrs. Edith Wharton's new novel, 
““Glimpses of the Moon,” which 
probably will not appear until July, 
will picture contemporary New York 
life. Then there is “*‘ The Covered 
Wagon,"’ by Emerson Hough, which 
sounds as though it treated an early 
period. T. 8S. Stribling’s ‘‘ Birth- 
right” handles the negro problem 
in an interesting, if not conclusive, 
manner, and such titles as ‘‘ The 
Prairie Child,” by Arthur Stringer; 
“‘ The Road to the World,” by Webb 
Waldron; ‘“One Man in His Time,”’ 
by Ellen Glasgow; ‘“‘ The Vebement 
Flame,"" by Margaret Deland; ‘‘ The 
House of Rimmon,” by Mary 38. 
Watts, and ‘‘ The Beautiful and 
Damned,” by F. Scott Fitzgerald, 
treat various aspects of life in Amer- 
ica. The time has gone by since the 
average author of a novel was in- 
clined to seek his material in other 
lands and peoples. :

Brett Young; “ Lilia Chenoworth,’’ 
by Lee Wilson Dodd; ‘‘ The Red 
Flame,”’ by ‘Lady Miles; ‘‘ The 
Lonely _Warrior,” by Claude Wash- 
burn; ‘‘ Black and White,’’ by H. A. 
Shands; “Souls for Sale,’* by Ru- 
pert Hughes; ‘‘ Adrienne Toner,’’ by 
Anne Douglas Sedgwick; ‘‘ Desert 
Dust,”” by Edwin L. Sabin; ‘* Guest, 
the One-Eyed,’’ by Gunnar Gunnar- 
son; ‘‘@he Fair Rewards,’ by 
Thomas Beer; ‘‘ The Soul of a 
Child,’’ by Edwin Bjorkman; ‘‘ Peter 
Whiffle,’’ by Carl Van Vechten; “I 
Walked in Arden,’””’ by Jack R.

The reader probably imagines that 
the good Spring fiction is exhausted 
by this time.

And here a 
complete stop is made before the 
writer drops exhausted before his 
typewriter. If the above list does 
not include enough fiction for the 
casual reader, let it be explained that 
these titles are selected from a list 
that is twice again as long. 

The surprisingly large amount of 
@rama announced for this Spring 
has already been pointed out. A 
number of titles selected from the 
publishers’ catalogues, therefore, will 
not come amiss, directly after the 
fiction. Among the printed plays 
themselves may be noted ‘‘ He Who 
Gets Slapped,’’ by Leonid Andreyev; 
‘* Harvard Plays"’ (vdlume five), 
which includes four plays from the 
famous 47 workshop at the Univer-

‘“* Shakespeare '’ by H. F. Ruben- 
stein and Clifford Bax; ‘* Will 
Shakespeare,’’ by Clemence Dane; 
‘The Né-Plays of Japan,’’ a beau- 
tifully edited and translated work by 
Arthur Waley; ‘* Plays of Old Ja- 
pan,”’ by Leo Duran; ‘If,’ by 
Lord Dunsany; ‘‘ The Image, and 
Other Plays,’’ and ‘‘ Three Wonder 
Plays.’’ two volumes, by Lady Greg- 
ory; ‘‘ Jeremiah,’’ by Stefan Zweig; 
‘* Grauch and Britain’s Daughter,’’ 
two poetical plays by Gordon Bot- 
tomley, and a new volume of 
Eugene O’Neill’s plays, including 
“Anna Christie,’’ ‘‘ The Hairy 
Ape,’” and ‘‘ The Oldest Man.’’ 
Then there are certain volumes, not 
plays, butconnected with the theatre, 
that exhibit the vast interest that 
is being displayed in the stage this 
year. Ludwig Lewisohn is the au- 
thor of ‘“‘The Drama and the 
Stage,’’ a volume of critical com- 
ment, and John Drew offers his 
reminiscences of a lifetime before 
the public in ‘‘ My Years on the 
Stage."’ Granville Barker’s new 
volume, *‘ The Exemplary Theatre,’’ 
sounds well worth perusing and Al- 
win Thaler’s ‘‘ Shakespeare to Sher- 
idan ’’ covers a great era in the 
history of English drama. There are 
other books, of course, but those 
noted above will suffice to show how 
important this branch of letters has 
suddenly become in this country. 
The reason for it is not far to seek. 
Its principal impetus was received 
from the Little Theatre movements 
all over the country and the fact 
that a better sort of drama well 
worth printing is being written. Ten 
years ago the average stage success 
would make sorry reading. 

Turning to heavier fare we are met 
first of all by history. The output of 
historical books is not as great’as it 
was a season or two ago, but still the 
volumes produced are of sufficient 
importance to render them an ex- 
tremely important aspect of the sea- 
son’s publications. To be noted are 
** Immortal Italy,’ by Edgar A. 
Mowrer; * The Private Diaries of the 
Empress Marie Louise, wife of Na- 
poleon; ’* “‘ 4 Half Century of Naval 
Service,’’ by Rear Admiral Seaton 
Schroeder; ‘‘ The Story of the Irish 
Nation,’’ by Francis Hackett; ‘‘ The 
Turkish Empire from 1288 to 1920,"’ 
by Lord Eversley and Sir Valentine 
Chirol; ‘‘ Thirteen Years at the Rus- 
sian Court,”’ by Pierre Gilliard, 
former tutor to the Czarevitch; 
‘The Emperor Francis-Joseph and 
His Times,’’ by Lieut. Gen. Albert 


often these three classifications are 
but varying aspects of the same gen- 
eral impulse. It is hard tu draw the 
line decisively between memoirs and 
history. Among the important 
volumes of memoirs, biography and 
reminiscence should be noted ‘* Chap- 
ters from Childhood,’’ by Juliet 
Soskice, a volume throwing light on 
the English Pre-Raphaelite group; 
‘*The Maturity of James Whitcomb 
Riley,’’ by Maurice Dickey; ‘* Up- 
Stream,’’ by Ludwig Lewisohn; 
“The Heart of My Life,’’ by Geor- 
gette Le Blanc; ‘‘ The Private Life 
of Queen Elizabeth,’’ by Frederick 
Chamberlin; ‘‘ The Letters of Paul 
Gauguin,” ** John Burroughs 
®Talks,’’ by Clifton Johnson; “ My 
Boyhood,” by John Burroughs; 
‘* Random Memories,” by Ernest W. 
Lengfellow; “‘ E. H. Harriman,” by 
George Kennan; ‘‘ Max Beerbohm in 
Perspective,’”’ by ~- Bohun Lynch; 
‘* Streaks of Life,’’ by Ethel Smyth; 
‘“* The Opinions of Anatole France,’’ 
by Paul Gsell, a volume one is 
tempted to put under essays and 
criticism, but which affords an ad- 
mirable picture of literary life in 
Paris; ‘‘ Painted Windows,”’ by ‘‘A 
Gentleman With a Duster,’”’ which 
may be considered .equally as me- 
moirs or as an adjunct to religious 
publications; “My Memoirs of 
Eighty Years,’’ by Chauncey M. De- 
pew; “A Portrait of George 
Moore,’” by John Freeman, and 
“Young Boswell,’’ by Chauncey B. 
Tinker. 

A set of two volumes that deserves 
a@ paragraph to itself is the excellent 
‘‘Lord Byron’s Correspondence,”’ 
edited by the English publisher, John 
Murray. These two volumes contain 
a large number of extremely impor- 
tant letters which throw a new light 
on Shelley and Byron. Attention 
should also be drawn to *‘ Guy Ham- 
ilton Scull,’’ an engrossing biography 
of a man who was Police Commis- 
sioner under Commissioner Woods, 
and who led an adventurous life as 
@ war correspondent. The biograpliy 
is made up from the reminiscences 
of various friends. 

From here the .patient reader is 
led into the midst of poetry volumes 
and, alas, it must be admitted that 
the offerings are rather slim. There 
are some good titles, but it is hard 
to discover anything of outstanding 
value. Richard Le Gallienne has 
edited an anthology of English verse 
and Padraic Colum has done the 
same thing for Irish verse. Then 
there is ‘‘ Introducing Irony,” by 
Maxwell Bodenheim, a volume that 
sums up in itself the most advanced 
and radical theories of the day; 
Christopher Morley is represented by 
‘* Translations from Chinese,’’ which 
we may judge to be humorous paro- 
dies and another newspaper column- 
ist, Don Marquis, has collected some 
of his light material into a book 
entitled, ‘‘ Sonnets to a Red Haired 
Lady and Famous Love Affairs.” 
Carl Sandburg offers “‘ Slabs of the 
Sunburnt West,’’ and Claude McKay

and the 


House of Moliere 


By BRANDER MATTHEWS 


INCE it was not possible for the 
American Academy of Arts 
and Letters to celebrate the 
tercentenary of the birth of 
Molié@re in January, the month 

in which he was born, there was an 
obvious prupriety in postponing this 
commemoration to April, the month 
in which Shakespeare was born. 
Moliérs is the master dramatist of 
France, as Shakespeare is the mas- 
ter dramatist.of England; and more 
than once has attention been called 
to the similarities in their several 
careers: I venture here to condense 
an earlier statement of the parallel 
of their circumstances. 

Both were bern in prosperous 
‘households of the middle class. 
Shakespeare may have gone to the 
grammar school at Stratford; and 
Moliére did go to the best school in 
Paris. Both broke away from their 
homes to go on the stage; and both 
begun in time to write plays. Shake- 
speare becam+« one of the partners in 
the company to which he was at- 
tached; und Moliére was the head of 
the company which he brought back 
to Paris. Both of them were shrewd 
men of business, managing their af- 
fairs with sagacity and having money 
out at interest. Both of them liked 
the good. things of life. As play- 
wrights, both of thero began by writ- 
ing the kind of play which happened 
then to be popular Both of them 
borrowed unhesitatingly from the 
plots of their predecessors and their 
contemporaries; and both of them 
found their profit in repeating agaih 
and again situations and even char- 
acters which had proved effective. 
Both of them were copious in pro- 
duction and swift in execution. 
Neither of them cared greatly for 
publication; and the complete collec- 
tions of their plays were issued after 
their deaths by their comrades in 
the theatre. Neither of them left 
any manuscripts; and only a few sig- 
natures of each preserve their hand- 
writings. Both of them died com- 





paratively young, Moliére at 51 and 


Shakespeare at 52, Neither of them 
seems to have been greatly concerned 
with fame, being apparently satis- 
fied with the immediate success of 
their plays on the stage. 

The parallel is interesting and sug- 
gestive, but it. must not be pushed 
too far. Shakespeare was not an 
actor of outstanding position, having 
been content, so far as we can 
judge, to undertake ‘* old men,’’ the 
Ghost in “ Hamlet’ and Adam in 
‘“*As You Like It,’ whereas Mo- 
liére was the foremost comic actor 
ot his“time. Shakespeare was even 
greater in tragedy than he was in 
comedy, whereas Moli@re, while he 
is the master of modern comedy, did 
not attempt tragedy, although it is 
possible that he might have essayed 
subjects of graver import if his ca- 
reer had not been timely cut 
short. The com of actors of 
which Shakespeare.was a member 
was dispersed only a few years after 
his death, when the victorious Puri- 
tans closed the theatres of London, 
whereas the company which Mollére 
managed survives today. After a 
continuous existence of more than 
two centuries and a half, it last Win- 
ter commemorated the tercentenary 
of its fopnder’s birth by performing 
in swift succession twenty-elght of 
his plays. 

Moliére went on the stage in 1636, 
when he was 24 years old. After a 
few unfertunate performances in 
Paris, the company left the capital 
for the provinces. For twelve years 
it was strolling, generally in the 
South of Frence; and in these years 
Moliére perfected himself as a player 
and made his first attempts as a 
playwright. In 1658 he returned to 
Paris, the manager of the company 
and its chief actor. -He succeeded in 
pleasing the youthfil Louis XIV., 
who soon assigned to him the thea- 
tre in the Palais Royal, built by 
Richelieu. There gvere already two 
other companies in Paris, that at the 
Hétel de Bourgogve and that at the 
theatre in the Marais. The company 
at the H6tel de Bourgogne dis- 
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tinguished itself chiefly in tragedy; 
so did the company of the Marais 
Theatre; but Moliére’s company was 
at once acknowledged to be the most 
attractive in comedy. 

Moliére lived only fifteen years 
after his return to his native city. 
and in these years he wrote nearly 
thirty plays. This was an average 
of two a year, Which is also Shake- 
speare’s average in his years of in- 
cessant labor. When Moliére died, 
in 1678, the compamy was ousted 
from the Palais Royal Theatre, but 
his widow and La Grange (who had 
been his mainstay in the manage- 
ment) were able to keep the com- 
pany together. A little later fhe 
Moliére company absorbed tha: of 
the Marais Theatre, which had been 
losing its hold on the public. 

Finally, in 1860, only seven years 
after Moliére’s death, Louis XIV. 
amalgamated Moli@re’s company and 
the company of the H6tel de Bour- 
gogne. By this royal edict the 
Comédie Francaise was firmly estab- 
lished, and in 1689 is by it accepted 
as the date of its foundation. But it 
could, if it chose, go back almost a 
century earlier, since it was in 1588 
that the company of the Hétel de 





Bourgogne had come int* existence 
and taken possession of the play- 
house erected in the Middle Ages for 
the performance of religious drama 
by the Brotherhood of the Passion. 
However, it matters little whether 
the Comédie Francaise chooses to 
date from 1680 or from 1588, 
whether it claims a survival of 240 
years or a longevity of 330. It is 
the oldest, as it is the most honor- 
able, theatrical corporation in the 
world. The Coméfie Francaise 
shares with the Académie Francaise 
the distinction of being the sole in- 
stitutions of the ancien régime 
which are flourishing now under the 
Third Republic. 

Although the companies out of 
which it was constituted had pro- 
duced the tragedies cf Corneille and 
Racine, the Comédie Francaise has 
always been proudgto call itself the 
House of Moliére—thus not only rec- 
ognizing its direct descent from Mo- 
liére’s company but also testifying 
to the superiority of comedy over 
tragedy in the dramatic literature of 
France. Corneille and Racine have 
their warmest admirers in their own 
country, whereas the appreciation 
of Moliére is as worid-wide as it is

CTIONEE RING for all! 
Every man his own atory 
writer and a typewriter in 
every home. “ We are gorged 
now with machine-made sto- 
ries and synthetic plays.’’ We are. 
However, it is not by way of revenge 
that I am advocating universal 
fiction writing, but by way of a 
panacea for hates, loves and woes, 
fancied and real. I suggest that the 
sturdy reader take unto himself some 
of the magic nostrum that is in the 
portion of the most uninspired 
penny-a-pager who writes of “ liquid 
orbs that solidify at Sophanisba’'s 
approach.”’ 

Let us take, for example, Mary 
Mayne Merridale, who writes ten 
mediocre stories each year and sells 
two triennially, Plot-making has 
given her a terrible habit of saying 
“ Why?” or, “ And then what?” 
and in crises she’s fairly apt to fling 
those pungent words at herself. 
Father opposes ber taking a fasci- 
nating job in Chicago, ‘‘ If I were 
writing this story,"" she reflects, 
** how would I motivate his vehe- 
mence, with the. family budget 
shrinking in inverse ratio to its 
needs? Being old-fashioned is just 
a phrase. There’s- something back 
of all this, and if I cam get it out 
in the clear, he'll be ready to reason 
about it.’ Father emerges as Mor- 
decai Whittlesley, who sacrificed the 
subscription dances of his youth to 
keep his singing sister, Henrietta, 
from havingto clerk in a store. Or, 
there is Mother, and her obstinate 
refusal to endow the union of Mary 
and her favorite suitor. Is some- 
thing the matter with Mother? No 
—Mother has kept her in mono- 
gramimed cigarettes since earliest 
childhood. Well, here’s a bitch in 
the plot—could it be, must It be, 
something the matter with the 
‘suitor? Let’s look at him dispassion- 
ately. Mary Mayne Merridale dis-

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warm. In the seventeenth century 
the actors and actresses of -the 
Comédie Francaise appeared in the 
plays of Corneille and Racine, Mo- 
liére and Regnard. In the eighteenth 
century they impersonated the heroes 
and heroines of Voltaire and Mari- 
vaux and Beaumarchais. In the 
nineteenth they took parts im the 
romanticist dramas of Victor Hugo 
and the elder Dumas, in the more 
pathetic plays of Alfred de Vigny 
and in the more fantastic pleces of 
Alfred de Musset, and finally toward 
the end of the century im the social 
dramas of Emile Augier and the 
younger Dumas. 

If we seek to see what might be an 
English parallel to this French 
achievement we should have to 
imagine that Burbage’s company at 
the Globe Theatre in London, of 
which Shakespeare was a member 
and which had acted in his plays, in 
Ben Jonson’s and in Beaumont ahd 
Fietcher’s, had been able to survive 
the English Revolution as the Comé- 
die Francaise survived the French 
Revolution, that it had flourished 
during the Restoration and that it 
had then produced the comedies of 
Congreve and Wycherley, Farquhar 
and Vanbrugh, that in the eighteenth 
century it had brought out the trage- 
dies of Rowe and Southerne and the 
comedies of Steele and Fielding, Gar- 
rick and Colman, Sheridan and Gold- 
smith, that in the nineteenth century 
it had welcomed Sheil and Sheridan 
Knowles, Bulwer Lytton and Charles 
Reade, T. W. Robertson and W. 8. 
Gilbert; and that in this twentieth 
century it had opened its doors to 
Pinero and Henry Arthur Jones, 
Barrie and Shaw. 

To make this parallel complete, we 
should have to assume that the Lon- 
don company had continued its or- 
ganization as a ‘‘ commonwealth,’’ 
that is to say, as a partnership of 
the leading performers, conducting 
their*enterprise for their own profit 
and independent of any manager. 
This is what the Paris company has 
done. Today, as in Moliére’s day, 
the chief actors and actresses of the 
Comédie Francaise manage their own 
affairs; they are a republic, even if 
the -French Government appoints 
an administrator to act as their ex- 
ecutive. They assemble in town 
meeting, so to speak, to accept or re- 
ject new plays, to decide on revivals 
of old plays, to invite new members 
to fill their ranks, to adjust the sal- 
aries they are severally to receive, 
to vote the budget for the year and 
to divide the profits as they them- 
selves think best. They tolerate no 
stars, for they are already an all- 
star combination. 

For a century now the Comédie 
Francaise has occupied the play- 
house assigned to by the 
French Government, rent free. This

the name of the association of actors 
—is at the corner of the Palais Royal, 
not far from the site of the theatre 
in which Moliére was acting when 
he had his-fatal seizure in 1673. It 
is a beautiful building,.with spacious 
staircases and ‘lobbies for the public 
and with an ample greenroom and a 
series of comfortable dressing rooms 
for the members of the company. 
These dressing rooms have each two 
large windows; and they are richly 
furnished by their occupants to suit 
their own tastes. Forty years ago

ARXIAN political State so- 
cialism was one of the cas- 
ualties of the war. The 
present orgy of madness, 

- murder, starvation and de- 

generacy im Russia is but a ghostly 
dance upon the grave of the Marxian 
system of Socialist thought and the 
entire Marxian phase of the Socialist 
movement. The Hohenzollern mon- 
archy, German State socialism and 
** Asiatic ’’ socialism, @s Russian 
Bolshevism is wrongly called by Kari 
Kautsky—these three are counter- 
parts which to be understood must 
be studied together. 

Socialism, both before and since 
the war, has had an enormous num- 
ber of critics who sought to apply 
the lance or dagger from the outside. 
The present criticisms are very 
much from. the ‘inside. Maurice 
William, ‘‘an active Socialist for 
twenty-five years,"’ whom I under- 
stand to be a medical practitioner 
in Brooklyn, has made a coniprehen- 
sive study of the Marxian theoretical 
system. He is sharp and critical at 

_ every point. ‘* Will the Marxists of 
each country,’’ he asks, ‘*‘ have to 
learn of the utopian character of 
their principles only at the expense 
of bloodshed? ’' Must light come to 
them only through the darkness of 
misery which the practical applica- 
tion of their principles brings to the 
masses? 

**The Marxists claim to be the 
only true Socialist group in society. 
All experience, however, points to 
the very opposite—they are the anti-

It will be remembered that this 
great strike was marked by a: num- 
ber of most peculiar features.

struck between the German working 
people and the leaders of the Jewish 
emancipation movement the explana- 
tion of the failure of German social- 
ism. At least. Prussia did not fully 
emancipate the Jews until 1848. They 
had never been permitted while the 
monarchy lasted to gain commis- 
sions in the army, diplomatic posts 
or social position. The masses of 
the German working class, incapable 
of finding leaders among their own 
numbers, gladly accepted leadership 
from the brilliant but visionary 
chiefs of .the Jewish emancipa- 
tion movement. . Lassalle, Marx, the 
Liebknechts, Singer, Adier and all 
the others were not work- 
ing people; they were  intellec- 
tuals, theorists and philosophers. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Ball, they cared little 
enough for political liberty. They 
saw in the rising movement of iabor 
a chance of ‘‘ getting even’’ with 
the German State system. This ex- 
plains the revengeful aspect of revo- 


teristics as Lassaille were William 
Ti. and Theodore Roosevelt. Ego- 
mania is a Common form of dementia 
among all classes and all nations. 
In Karl Marx a more dangerous 
leadership is found. ‘‘ He was an- 
other revolutionist without a revolu- 
tionary nation back of him. He had 
no love for mankind, only an intel- 
lectual interest in their evolution. 
Egoism and ambition to be the great 
leader were his basic motives, not his 
belief in the brotherhood of man."’ 
Here we comé to the heart of the 
matter. The: German scholar, plod- 
ding through thousands of docu- 
ments, and the American Socialist, 
** Jimmie Higgins,’’ as he calls him- 
self, basing his argument on half a 
dozen Socialist books and editorials, 
plus his years of_experience in the 
Socialist movement, come to exactly 
the same conclusion. Marxian so- 
cialism has made a religion out of 
class hatred. So it poisoned itself 
and has come near to poisoning the 
rest of kind as well. The social- 





lutionary socialism, its Pp 
upon the class struggle to the point 
of dogmatism.

IRE exhibition of etchings at 
the Anderson Galleries, under 
the auspices of the Brooklyn 
Society of Etchers, gives an- 
other chance for comparisons. 

Unlike the exhibition recently heid 
at the American Academy, it is 
composed of the work of living ar- 
tists, and is not confined to Ameri- 
cans. The inclusion of foreign work 
- Makes it possible to test our con- 
temporary prints, not by our own 
Past, as in the case of the Acad- 
emy exhibition, but by the achieve- 
ment of British, French and Ger- 
man etchers. 

It would be.a more satisfactory 
opportunity if the scope of these 
interesting moderns had been ex- 
tended to include such men as 
George Clausen, whose little budget 
of etched plates is more interesting 
than his paintings; William Strang, 
a much more expressive artist; Per- 
cival Gaskell, whose favorite me- 
dium is mezzctint, but who has po- 
etic plates in almost pure line to his 
credit; the Norwegian, Edvard 
Munch, and one or two more of the 
modern Frenchmen. , 

It also would be more satisfactory 
if some of the men who are repre- 


mettle, not so much to create and 
Push and select good work as to re- 
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neither in his best style, although 
one is charmingly pretty and seems 
to show the real John forgetting to 
be a gypsy. 

The French plates stretch a wider 
span and are much more various. 
Besnard. should be a strong leader 
on the list, but his ‘‘ Le Triomphe "’

Forain, perhaps, is the 
more favorably represented of the 
two, his ‘‘ A la Table de Jeu ’’ hav- 


ing a full messure of the psycho- 


logical significance tied up in his 
thin light line. Steinlen’s *‘ L'En- 
fant Made’”’ is not without its 
melodramatic stress and his *‘ Vieux 
Chat Noir et Blanc dans !’Herbe,;*’ 
soft ground and technically brilliant 
enough, has less than his usual ar- 
dor in recording feline moods. 
From the modern schools of 
French art we have the small con- 
centrated heads of Matisse, oddly 
sinister in their pseudo-simplicity 
and with no trace of dependence on 
the printer in their clean-wiped line; 
and Picasso's sharp expressive litule 
figures of young lads as intense in 
sophistication as Lautrec’s Parisian 
women. They put Picasso down as a 
Spaniard, which by birth he is,. and 
if you find a flavor of Goya in his 
work it is not an importation but 
original bitterness penetrating the 
French syrup.

One is the “‘ Eneydos "’ of Virgil, 
printed by Caxton in 1490. There 
are only 19 known copies of it. An- 
other example is ‘‘ The Canterbury 
Tales '’ of Chaucer, printed about 
1475, a fragment of sixty-five leaves. 
No perfect copy of this, the first 
edition, is known, although the Brit- 
ish Museum Jacks only the blanks. 
Higden'’s ‘‘ Polychronicor,'’ printed 
by, Caxton in 1482, is from the Henry 
W: Poor and Walter T. Wallace col- 
lections. 

**The Game and the Play of the 
Chesse,’’ by Cessolis, is the second 
edition, brought out by Caxton about 
1483. Only two perfect copies out 
of fourteen known examples exist. 
Six of these copies are in private 
hands. The present copy is perfect 
save that the first blank and one 
It bears the 
bookplate of Karl Fitz Williams. 

Gower’s ‘ Confessio Amantis,’’ 
printed by Caxton in 1483, is the 
largest copy known. ** Confessio 
Amantis’’ was one of the first 
poems written in the English lan- 
guage and the first English poem to 
be translated into other languages. 

** St. Albans Chroniele,’’ printed 
by Wynkyn de Worde in 1502, is 
perfect, with all the blanks and in 
the original binding. The British 
Museum copy scems to be the only 
other known. ‘* Josephus,’’ printed 
by Antoine Berard in 1492, is on vel- 
lum. The only other copy known 
is in the Bibliothéque Nationale. It 
was printed for Thomas Vohier, Sec- 
retary of Finance to Charles VIIL., 
and after his death passed to Charles 
Cardinal Bourbon. 

** Biblia Sacra,’’ printed by Nich- 
olas Jensen, Venice, 1476, is one of 
seven copics known on vellum. The 
** Psalter and Service Book for the 
Diocese of Utrecht,’ 1531, is the 
only known copy on vellum. The 

*Summa’’ of Thomas Aquinas, 
ng at Strasbourg about 14638, is 

first edition.- ‘‘ Epistolae’’ of 
pos kg 1476, has the earliest 
known example of a bookplate, that 
of Hartmann Schevel, author of the 
celebrated ‘' Ni Chronicle.’’ 
Another edition, Mainz, 1470, was 
printed by Peter Schoeffer. ‘‘ Gra- 
tiani Decretum,’’ 1471, is the first 
book printed at Strasbourg with a 
date. 

Wycliffe’s ‘‘ New Tegtament,’’ fl- 
luminated manuscript on vellum, is 
in English, late fourteenth century, 
and was printed during the lifetime 
of the reformer. The ‘‘ Chronicles 
of Froissart,’’ late fourteenth ven- 
tury, French illuminated manuscript 
on vellum, contains the earliest 
known painting of the arms of the 
City of Paris.

There are in the library, in addi- 
tion to these manuscripts, mbre than 
600 intimate letters written by the 
famous novelist to the great-hearted 
woman, who was his ardent admirer 
from the outset of his career. John 
Forster, in his biography of Dick- 
ens, says that the marked attentions 
shown to Dickens by Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts, ‘‘ which started with 
the very beginning of his career, 
were invariably welcome,’’ and that, 
when later everybody was anxious to 
féte him, he confined, as far as pos- 
sible, the sociul intimacies to old 
friends. . 

The letters, which are said to be 
unpublished, begin 1839-40, with 
eight replies to Baroness Coutts’s 
invitations, He was then 27 years 

of age. In common with very many 
others, she had read ‘‘ Pickwick” 
as it appeared in its original parts. 
She had placed it in a lavish binding. 
The binder threw out the advertise- 
ments and leaflets, prized by the 
collector of these days. Dickens 
himself had no prescience of the col- 
lector’s fever, and, sending to Baron- 
ess Burdett-Coutts an early ‘‘ Old 
Curiosity Shop,” he states that he 
had instructed the binder to weed out 
all foreign matter. 

Dickens wrote in 1841: 

If anybody should entreat you 
to go to the Polytechnic Institu- 
tion .and have a photograph like- 
ness, don’t be prevailed upon on 
any terms. 
fellow in his way, 
painting is not in his line.

dreadfully. 


“ Martin Chuzziewit’’ was dedi- 
cated to her, and while composing 
it, in 1842, Dickens wrote of the

After the first number was 
written he says, “I go on with 
great nonchalance.” ; 

On his first visit to America he 
offers to take her orders to bring 
back ‘a phial of Niagara water, a 
neat tomahawk and a few scales 
of the celebrated sea serpent.” 

From Baltimore, March 22, 1542, 
he writes: 

They gave me a ball. at New 
York at which 3,000 people were 

present—and a public dinner be- 
sides—and another in Boston—and 
another in a place called Hartford. 
Others were projected liberally all 
through the States, but I gave 
public notice that I could not ac- 
cept them, being of mere flesh and 
blood and having only mortal 
powers of digestion. Buti have 
made an exception in favor of one 
body of readers at St. Louis, a 
town in the Far Weat, on the con- 
fines of the Indian Territory, I 
am going there to dinner—it is 
only 2, miles from here, and } 
start tomorrow.

‘* American Literary Critics,’ Max- 
weil Bodenheim, one of the most 
radical of American poets, asserts: 

America needs critics whose sole 
desire will be to measure and en- 
courage the experimental efforts 
of their time. American critics 
stand like traffic policemen and 
sternly tell the experimentalist 
where he must stop, but practical- 
ly no one asks him to walk on or 
lends him an advising hand. His 
efforts alone can fertilize the lite- 
rary future—his failures as well as 
successes—yet almost every one 
seeks to overawe him or push him 
down. Critics assail him because 
he does not conform to past stand- 
ards of beauty, style and taste, 
without realizing or admitting that 
these standards were made by ex- 
perimentalists whose work was at 
one time ridiculed and attacked. 

This does not ‘mean that every 
literary experimentalist must at 
all times be highly praised, but he 
should at least be surrounded by a 
few critics who are endeavoring to 
understand him, to measure his 
*significance, sincerity and posi- 
tion. The present literary coward- 
ice in America is more to blame 
for this situation than that artistic 
conversatism that exists in all 
ages. American critics never vary 
their custom of ignoring the poet 
or prose writer until he has ap- 
peared in book form. If he is an 
experimentalist or even a liberal in 
his tastes it takes him at least five 
or six years to attain his first 
book, but until he attains it all 
critics giye him no more than a 
casual mention here and’ there, 
and usually neglect him entirely.

paigns against the Corifederate 
‘ forees, separated by intervals of 
preparation for renewed activities. 
Having completed one campaign, he 
had to get the approval of superior 
authority before he could begin an- 
other; but one is struck with the 
promptness with which Grant always 
came forward with fresh, well-con- 


sidered propositions, which did not ing 


always meet the views of his military 


superiors. 

- Shortly after the fall of Donelson 
General Halleck relieved Grant of his 
command, A disloyal telegraph op- 
erator had suppressed Grant's tele- 


The error was discovered and Grant 
was restored to his command. 
Meanwhile the army had concen- 
trated about Savannah on the Ten- 
nessee, under the command of C. F. 
Smith. Here the Confederate forces 
under General A. S Johnston made 
a furious assault on Grant’s army 
on April 6, 1862, and the Battle of 
Pittsburg or Shiloh ensued. 
On the first day Grant narrowly 
escaped a crushing defeat; but, be- 
fore the battle was renewed on the 
following morning, Grant was rein- 
forced by General Buell, the united 
forces gained a substantial victory. 

There was a long controversy in 
the press and in Congress over the 
Battle of Shiloh. Criticism of officers 
was unsparing. It was'the first bat- 
tle in which the number of casualties 
was great and the public mind had 
not been prepared for such an event. 
Similar criticisms would have been 
lavished upon General Pershing for 
our losses in France if public opinion 
had not been prepared by three years 
of war news before our forces en- 
tered the fight. 

After Shiloh, Grant again suffered 
an eclipse. Halleck assumed com- 
mand of the army and moved south- 
ward to Iuka and Corinth; where 


his battlefields and studied the past 
operations with a view to extract- 
ing the utmost to be derived from 
a thorough knowledge of the facts;

mander has not sufficient leisure or 
freedom of thought to direct cam- 
paigns in other fields of action. The 
director of campaigns should, in fact, . 
be free to come and go, to visit the 
various theatres of war, and he 
should have a General Headquarters 
Staff to relieve him of ali routine 
matters. - 

It is almost impossible for a com- 
mander-in-chief to accompany an 
army without commanding it, and 
Grant was no exception to the rule. 
From the first day he and his staff 
interfered in the tactical control of 
the Army of the Potomac, and there 
was a divided responsibility. Grant 
soon saw the error and took meas- 
ures to correct it; but not until the 
evils of divided responsibility had 
brought about tho terrible and use- 
less slaughter of Cold Harbor, for 
which Grant took all blame. 

The campaign of 1864 began with 
the simultaneous movements of the 
armies of Meade and Sherman 
against the armies of Lee in Vir- 
ginia and Joseph E. Johnston in 
Georgia. The effect of unity of com- 
mand was similar to what we have 
seen in our own times when Foch 
was given command of the allied 
armies. The Confederates lost the 
initiative. After many bloody bat- 
tles,. Meade’s army, under the direc- 
tion of Grant, skillfully disentangled 
itself from Lee's army, crossed the 
James, and began the siege of 
Petersburg and Richmond. Grant 
was never able to blockade the Con- 
federates; but nothing could shake 
the firm grasp which he established 
over Lee’s army. 

After the capture of Atlanta, 
Sherman proposed to march his 
army across country to Savannah, a 
movement similar to that’ which 
Grant sought to make from. Vicks- 
burg to Mobile in 1863. Grant was

Behind “The Hairy Ape” 


AST WEEK, as a roughly sketched 
background for a report on ‘' The 
Hairy Ape,’’ we told a little some-

Such 
recognition of the fact that play- 
wrights and players have had personal 
histories, do hot, we observe, occur in 
the phigh and dry places of dramatic 
criticism. We surmise it is considered 
just.a little infra dig. Of course if the 
playwright is dead, it is quite all right 
to weave a little of ‘his story into any. 
account of his writings. And if he 
has been dead so long that it is next 
to. impossible: to find out anything 
about him, one’s mére effort to do so 
will be rewarded by an LL.D. But) 
when such research’ can be conducted 
by no more difficult. and ingenious a 
process than that-of stopping the fel- 
low on the street and asking him— 
why, then it simply isn’t “done. 


Of course the peril of such intrusions 
of personal biography into criticism 
lies in ‘the circumstance that matters 
of fact are involved.

thing distinct from its entertainment 
value, This means that some ex- 
hibitors, as well as ‘the editors’ of the 
News, recognize. the fact that, in the 
first year or so of its life, anyhow, a 
picture may. have more or less’ success 
than it deserves as entertainment. ‘This, 
it would seem,’‘is beyond question, but 
many motion picture plé; and other 
sheep, too, are impressed by. box-office 
figures, and instinctively respect any 
Money-making production as .“* great 
stuff," so the News does well to make 
a distinction between box office and en- 
tertainmént values, 

This does not mean, however, that the 
entertainment ratings reported by it are 
Indicative of what may be called artistic, 
or intrinsic, values. In the first place, 
they represent merely the opinions of 
‘exhibitors, who are not always quali- 
fied to pass judgment on the real merit 
of a picture. In the second place, they 
are frankly entertainment values, which 
means that in arriving at his figure for 
any particular film an exhibitor merely 
asks himself, “To what extent did that 
picture entertain the people who came 
to see it in my theatre?’ The picture 
may have been purehokum, but it may 
have. pleased: spectators who like such. 
Tt-may have been a sincere and imagina- 
Aive work, but it may have been shown 
at the wrong time or to the wrong peo- 
ple. In either case it would have an en- 
-| tertainment rating that would not cor- 
respond to its true value as a cihema 
composition. 

Still, the separation of entertainment 
from box-office values is interesting, 
and it fs interesting, too, to notice the 
results of this, As a rule, the separate 
ratings run pretty close together, which 
may mean that exhibitors are inclined 
to accept the box-office value of a film

Wrong. A system, he argues, that du- 
* plicates the work of the State courts, a 
system in which, he adds, the cost of 
litigation has become. so high as to 
render it almost impossible for the poor 
“man.to fight his rights in the Federal 
tribunals. Senator Norris quoted Chief 
;*Sustice Taft.as authority for the state- 
: - nent that there is no more important 
sti before the American people 
« teday than the.solution of the problem 
‘ Gnvolved in the high cost of justice in 
the United States. 
“To my mind,” said Senator Norris; 


.. ™there is something fundamentally. 
‘b Wrong with our judicial system. We 


“have for one thing a duplicate syiitetn A 
of Judges.in the United States. We 
have United States Courts and United 
States Judges, and then we have Staté 
courts and State Judges. Thus there 
is.a double set of judicial machinery in 
évery community, two Judges, two 
-Court Houses, two sets of administra- 
tive officials, all dding the same kind 
of work and the caspayers footing the 
bill. 

**I am inclined to think it would: re- 


** quire a Constitutional amendment to 


reach this situation. I do not expect to 
gee that accomplished. I wish that I 
could cause the American people to 
think about this, to work it over in 
their minds, and to realize that we have 
@ judicial system in this country that 
costs too much money: \ Justice is too 
- @xpensive, so expensiye in fact that the 
poor man cannot afford to buy it. 
Hardships en Litigants. 


“In the more sparsely settled sec- 
tions of the country, where the people, 
engaged in building up:a new empire, 
are poorer, the places for holding .the 
Federal courts are hundreds of miles 
@part.. I lived for a number of years 
fin a town which was 250 miles distant 
from the nearest Federal court,- and 
many a time I have advised clients who 
wanted to employ me that they had bet- 


ter travel the 250 miles and employ a 


lawyer.there, ‘because I knew from my 
experience that. a man of ordinary 
oan could not afford to hire a lawyer, 

“his ~expenses,. perhaps, to be in 
ot five minutes, have -his case ad- 
jJourned and then to pay the expenses of 
witnesses coming perhaps. from places 
great distances away. 

*““Thousands of times this has meant 
bankruptcy for the man of ordinary cir- 
cumstances who has been so unfortu- 
nate as to become involved in litigation 
in the Federal courts. When I say this 
I, of course, do not mean to intimate 
‘that justice would not be done when the 
case was reached for trial. Yet from 
the very nature of things such a condi- 

tion may in any number of instances 
mean financial ruin. 

“Now why is it that we have two 
gets of courts? Why not have only one 
wet, so that all, rich and poor alike, 
could go into one court? The framers 
ef the Constitution, I presume, felt that 
the Judges in one State might be preju- 
Giced against the people of another 
State, and that there ought to be a 
tribunal that would be fair as between 
the two, and so the Federal courts were 
‘organized. Is there anybody who be- 
lieves this to be the case now? Can it 
tbe contended that a.man from one State 
cannot get justice in the courts of an- 
other State? I would like to have the 
mame of such a State and be advised of 
the character of its judiciary where a 
man from another: State cannot secure 
~ gustice. It is a fiction. It is all poppy- 
cock. 

“* Whatever reasgn may have existed 
originally to support such an argument 
no longer exists. There is no reason 
why a man from North’ Dakota who 
has a suit against me should not sue 
me in the State courts of Nebraska. If 
that man came into Nebraska and com- 
_ mitted. a. murder, , where would he be 
” tried? He would be tried in the State 
courts of Nebraska. He would be tried 
in a county court house before a 
Nebraska State Judge. No one for an 
instant would contend that he would 
not get a fair trial. He would get jus- 
ice and that is all he would want. 

** But suppose that @ corporation is 
imvolved. This corporation is. incor- 
‘* ‘porated in New Jersey: The corporation 
is sued in Nebraska. The first thing 
the corporation does is to have the case 
transferred from the State to the Fed- 
eral courts. The law permits that on 
the theory that the corporation may not 
get justice in the State, and yet if it was 
@ man and that man’s life was at stake 
no. one. would think of even suggesting 
~@ transfer to the United States courts. 

‘But it is different when it is a corpora- 
tion. And if that corporation was 


~guing a man, and that man was 4 poor 


man, it would be able to bring him into 
the United States court and wear him 
out. "The poor man would not be able 
. to continue the fight in that court and 
‘ the result might be that he would settle, 
end submit to a wrong, and even degra- 
in order to keep out of court. 
say, and again let)me emphasize 


other court exactly like it presided over 
by nm State Judge, doing’ exactly the 
same kind of business, enforcing exactly 
the same principles of law, with abso- 
lutely_no difference except that in the 
one case the Judge drew a larger salary 
than in the other, that the United States 
Marshal received more pay than the 
Sheriff, the clerk in one was paid higher 
than the clerk of the other court, but 
with the taxpayers footing the bill in 
each instance. 

“The \difference in cost between liti- 
gation in the State courts and liti- 
gation in the Federal courts ig some- 
thing enormous. Ask lawyers who have 
practiced in both courts if it is not true, 
as a rule, that when a case is tried in 
the Federals courts. the fee charged is 
higher than the fee that would be. usu- 
ally charged if the case were before a 
State court. I think that universally 
the fee is larger in the United States 
courts... The Marshal receives higher 
feés. than does the Sheriff, the clérk 
gets more fees, there is a large sten- 


cost; expenses are doubled or trebled 
at every step in the litigation. 

“Let me call as.a witness Mr. Taft, 
the Chief Justice of the United States, 
bearing on the point I am making.. Un- 
derstand, I am not claiming that the 
Chief Justice, or any of the other great 
lawyers I might quote, would advocate 
as I do the abolishment of the Federal 
district and circuit courts, but the state- 
ment I make that there is a condition 
in the country where the poor man can- 
not get justice, that it is an impossi- 
bility because of the system, that jus- 
tice is too expensive, that the condition 
is an alarming one and cries out aloud 
for remedy, is borne out by the state- 
ment of the Chief Justice. 

“The Chief Justice has said and I 
quote him: 

‘“** Of all the questions,’ said Chief 
Justice Taft, ‘which are before the 
American people, I regard no one as 
more important than the improvement 
of the administration of justice. We 
must make it so that the poor man will 
have as nearly as possible an equal op- 
portunity in litigating as the rich man, 
and under present conditions, ashamed 
as we may be of it, this is not a fact.’ 
“These are the words of William 
Howard Taft, ex-President of the Uni- 
ted States and now Chief Justice of the 
United States. It bears out my state- 
ment that- under our system of.dual jur- 
isprudence there is justification for the 
common belief on the part of millions 
of common people that on account of 
their poverty alone justice does not 
reach the great masses of our people 
as it does those that are rich. 


Another Authority. 


**Let me quote from another distin- 
guished Judge—Chief Justice Olson of 
the Chicago Municipal Court. He says: 

“** When litigation is too costly, the 
result for many persons is a denial of 
justice. Such denial or partial denial 
of justice engenders social and com- 
mercial friction. The sense of hélpless- 
ness thus caused incites citizens to take 
the law into their own hands. It causes 
crimes of violence: It saps patriotism 
and destroys \civic pride. It arouses 
jealousy and-~treeds contempt for law 
and Government.’ 

‘* Is there any. one who will-deny that? 
As Chief Justice Taft has said, how- 
ever much ashamed we.may be of it, or 
however much we may dislike to admit 
that it is true, we know it to be true

When we have @ 
citizenship in that condition it,is time to 
stop and ponder this matter very seri-

“*When all is said the fact remains 
that the most expensive place to litigate 
in the United States is the United States 
courts. That‘ cannot be gainsaid, and 
justice is not any better there than it 
is in the State courts—not a particle. 
We have the most inefficient judicial 
system in the world. We could hardly 
make it worse unless we should make 
it triplicate instead. of duplicate. For 
myself I do not see how the system 
can be defended on fundamental’ prin- 
ciples. 

“One of the fundamental principles 
Ywhich have come ‘down in the common 
law is that a ‘iman charged. with a 
crime must ‘be tried by a jury of his 
peers, that no man can be hauled away 
from the place where the crime is al- 
leged to have been committed and be 
tried in a strange land. That has been 
secured in the common law and we ad- 
here to it yet. We claim it as one of 
the standbys of human liberty. Why 
does it not apply to a Judge? 

‘“‘The Federal Judges are not fa- 
miliar with local conditions as the State 


the pulsations of humanity. They are 
held aloof by their positions, holding 
them for life as they do. We know that 
the security of a life position and a 
life salary makes them forget too often 
the toiling masses who are struggling 
for an existence. Thus we have an- 
other prejudice, either right or wrong, 
that has grown up against the Bed- 
eral courts, 

** One of the principal uses of the Fed- 
eral Judge is to have him issue infunc- 
tions. Some time ago the Federal 
Trade Commission, I understand, under- 
took to. investigate‘ the Steel . Trust. 
They were promptly met with an in- 
junction restraining them from consid- 
ering it. They undertook to look into 
the coal business and were met with an 
injunction restraining them from going 
into it on the ground that-the operation 
of coal mines was not an interstate busi- 
ness and hence they had no jurisdiction. 
I am informed that about the same time 
in a State where there is much coal 
mined an action was commenced by a 
similar commission, holding its author- 
ity from the State, and that commission 
was met by a Federal injunction re- 
straining them on the ground that the 
coal business was interstate: So they 
get them coming and going.. You can 
take your choice, you who pay fabu- 
lous prices for coal. 

‘“*IT am also informed that not very 
long ago the United States Railroad 
Labor Board, provided for in the Esch- 
Cummins law, had.a hearing on a com- 
plaint of some kind involving a dispute 
between the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
its employes. The board was about to 
decide the case against the railroad 
when they were promptly met with an 
injunction restraining them from render- 
ing a decision. I do not believe that 
such decrees, which I believe destructive 
of ‘good government and unreasonable, 
tould be obtained in the State courts. 
No Federal Judge ought to have a right 
to grant an injunction against another 
Federal authority from performing a 
duty laid down by law. 

“In conclusion, I will say that I 
know that the object and the purpose 
of our whole Federal court system was 
a noble one, as laid down by the foun- 
ders of the Republic, but when we put 
the system into operation we find that 
it does not work out right. It is du- 
plicating at an enormous expense the 
work done by the State courts. No man 
will be injured, no interest will be hurt, 
by the abolishment of the United States 
courts and the conferring of their ju- 
risdiction upon the, State courts,” 





THE WATCH DOCTOR. 


. 

IB jeweler who examines your 
watch is in the habit of putting on 
all the dignity of a great specialist. 

With a microscope carefully screwed, in 
one eye he diagnoses the symptoms of 
your timepiece, probing with many del- 
icate instruments. The operation re- 
quired to diminish or accelerate the 
watch’s movement is discussed serious- 
ly, and a period of recuperation and ob- 
servation is recommended after the oper- 
ation. 

There are several emergency wards “in 
the city where the owner of a cheap 
watch can get first-aid treatment for his 
timepiece in a few seconds and at an 
expense usually of a few cents. The 
contrast to the professionally deliberate 
manner of the jeweler is refreshing. The 
customers stand in long lines, watches 
in hand, before the counters. The work 
of diagnosing the watches, hundreds of 
them, is usually entrusted to a young 
lady with bobbed hair, who finds time 
meanwhile to masticate her chewing 
gum vigorously. 

Her only instrument {fs a short, dull 
knife, which she holds in the right-hand. 
She grabs your watch and with a single 
deft movement removes the ‘lid, as 
though she were opening oysters on a 
wager. Her examination ts confined to 
two observations. She determines at a 
glance if the main spring is broken or 
the time guarantee pasted in the back 
of the watch has run out,. Not an un- 
necessary word is spokent 

The diagnosis is expressed in two for- 
mulas. After a single glance the young 
lady makes one of two comments, name- 
ly, ‘* Twenty-five cents for a new one”’ 
or “ fifteen cents to repair.”’ The cus- 
tomers from long experience have 
learned to save time by having the 
change for either diagnosis ready in 
their hands. The young lady, still busy 
with her chewing gum, grasps the watch 
and money with one hand and deftly 
throws the watch into a hamper at one 
side and the money into a drawer before 
her. With her free hand she picks up 
a perfectly fresh watch from a con- 
venient pile. The customer is served in 
either case with bewildering speed. 

The highly paid specialist who ex- 
amines your ailing timepiece in the aver- 
age jewelers is in the habit of recom- 
mending a more or less prolonged period 
of rest and recuperation for the watch, 
technically known as regulating. After 
the prescribed operation the watch must 
convalesce for a few days or weeks un- 
der the vigilant care of a specialist

Under the Bxecutive orders of March 
81, 1917, and of May 10, 1921, amended 
July 27, 1921, the commission has -de- 
veloped, with the approval of the Pres- 
ident, examinations which include .care- 
ful and confidential inquiry inte the 
character, heaith, education, business 
experience, residence and general fit- 
ness of the candidates. All the evidence 
gathered is made into a systematic re- 
port and the ratings given ‘to the appli- 
cants by the commission are based sole- 
ly upon this evidence. They never have 
been and they cannot be affected by any 
other consideration. 


Following the rule established for posi- 
tions classified under the civil service 
law, the Executive order of May ‘10, 
1921, amended July 27, 1921, provides 
that selections for Postmasterships at 
first, nd and third class offices shall 
be © from the highest three quali- 
fied eligibles. Under the Executive or- 
der it is the duty of this commission 
to determine who are the “‘ highest thrée 
qualified eligibles,’ provided there are as 
many as three who are qualified; among 
all those who apply for a/particular 
office. The persons whose names are 
certified by the commission to the Post 
Office Department for selection of one 
for nomination must be not only fully 
qualified’ to serve as ‘Postmaster, but 
4 must be the best qualified in the judg- 
tment of. the- commission as determined 
from the evidence among all’ the can- 
didates. 

It is charged that “in: casés where

ecutive orders, to present to the 

dent for nomination the one qualified 
eligible or one of the two qualified 
eligibles, as the case may be, or to ask 
for a new nation to provide a full 
certification of three eligibles. 


It is further charged that “ committee- 
men and Congressmen appeared in per- 
son at the offices of the Civil Service 
Commission and insisted that thé appli- 
cants recommended by them be given 
eligibility, and in numeroys. instances 
this was'done by the commiésion. over- 
ruling the boards of examiners for the 
commission, qualified by experience and 
training to conduct.examinations and 
to grade the same. * ~* * If ‘the indi- 
vidual recommended (by the’ Republican 
State Committee) fails to qualify, the 
Chairman of the State Central Com- 
mittee rushes to Washington and de- 
mands that’ the commission find a way 
to make the favorite eligible. He has 
not yet failed in any instance."’ 


Numerous members of Congress and 
other persons have appeared at. the 
office of the commission in behalf of. 
certain indiyiduals who were candidates 
for Postmasterships. ‘This has always 
been true in connection wtih Postmaster 
and other examinations. he commis- 
sion, of course, is bound to’receive with 
due courtesy a Representative in~Con- 
gress or any other citizen who calls upon 
it in a matter connected with the pub- 
lic business. In no case, however, has 
the rating of a candidate for a Post- 
mastership or any other position been 
affected by any consideration outside 
the evidence of qualifications secured in 
the regular way. 

In the article great stress is placed 
upon the alleged. practice of the com- 
tmhission of- overruling ‘‘the boards of 
examiners’ for the commission, qualified 
by experience and training to conduct 
examinations and to grade the same.” 

In these Postmaster examinations 
there is no final tating until it is given 
personally by the members of the com- 
mission. The first step in the rating is 
a@ preliminary estimate and recommen- 
dation made by examiners in the exam- 
ining division of the commission's of- 
fice. ‘Their work istaken by the chief 
of the division, who goes over it him- 
self carefully. and. makes his own esti- 
mates and recommendations to his su- 
perior, who is the chief examiner. The 
chief examiner, in turn, makes a retom- 
mendation to the conimission. The com- 
mission then gives finality to the rat- 
ings. If the case presents no difficul- 
ties the commission approves the r.com- 
mendation of the chief examiner. When

A select committee of the Senate is 
now engaged in investigating the meth- 
ods and procedure of this: commission 
in connection with postmaster examin- 
ations, more -than 6,000 of which exam- 
inations have been ‘held since May 10, 
1921. The commission is called upon 
almost’ daily for a statement to this 
committee with regard to One or more 
postmaster examinations.| In no casé 
has a review of its action, in response 
to these calls from the committee of 
the Senate, caused the commission to 
feel that its final rating and certifica- 
tion to the Post Office Department 
should have been different, with the 
possible exception of one case now be- 
ing reviewed (not one of the Cases spe- 
cified in the article) in which it now 
appears that a candidate declared elig- 
ible might not have been so declared if 
charges which have now been filed with 
the commission against this candidate’s 
character had .been made known prior 
to the certification of the results of the 
examination.

THE NEW HOUSING LAWS 





F the eight housing -bills which 
became law by tthe Governor's 
signature there are three which 
are expected to succeed most in 
relieving the housing situation. 

The first is the rent law, which prevents 

evictions and is intended to keep rents 

réasonabie ; the second 'is_the tax exemp- 
tion law, which is to stimulate the con- 
struction of new houses, and third is 
the measure perniitting insurance com- 
panies to invest not more than 10 per 
cant, of their assets in housing construc- 
tion.

The original Tax Exemption law pro- 
vided for ten years freedom: from taxa- 
tion on home dwellings whose construc- 
tion was started before April\1, 1922, To 
induce the building of additional apart- 
ment and ‘private houses the-date has 
been extended to April 1, 1923. The tax 
exemption in any case, however, expires 
.in 1932. Jt is interesting to note that-the 
tax exemption is concerned with the 
building only, not with the land. ‘

| fal. This bill, named after the organiza- 
tion which fostered it, enables insurance:

This measure, at 
least, offers sonie immediate relief in 
the field where the need is greatest. I 
doubt that it will have the effect of de- 
terring others ‘from building, as some 
seem to fear. Certainly it will not stop 
what is not now being done. It may 
furnish: an object lesson. 

“T have seriously doubted the wisdom 
of allowing ‘insurance companies to 
make investments'involving so great a 
possibility of speculative risks.

be expended on British goods."’. Since 
he disapproves of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles he conveniently ignores the fact 
that Germany is in danger of technical 
violation of one. of its provisions by 
agreeing to surrender to Russia claims 
for damages. to German property. in 
Russia. These claims, in fact, were to 
have been turned over to the Allied 
Reparations Commission. ‘This, how- 
ever; is apparently of no importance to 
an apostle of economic realism. In any 
case, if the Reparations Commission en- 
forces the exact.letter of the Versailles 
Treaty only one element in the new 
agreement may be affected. The mo- 
rality of the entire transaction is an- 
other matter. The net result is, never- 
theless, clear. It raises the question as 
to whether Germany can negotiate such 
a treaty without ~consulting the Allies 
and whether, if she does, it is possible 
in the case of the Russian treaty for 
Germany to finance the renewal of eco- 
nomic’ prosperity in Soviet territory. 


‘International Bad Manners. 


The signing of the treaty last Sunday 
Wwas undoubtedly an exhibition of bad 
international manners. Yet it is doubt- 
ful if Dr. Rathenau: would Aave bound 
Germany without long consideration of 
the general situation and careful study 
of all the arguments against signature. 
He is playing a hazardous game for 
Germany, but he is an adept at political 
poker. He had to consider the domestic 
situation in Germany as well ag her 
future relations with Russia.

Yet 
at first Bight the prospect of two eco 
nomic cripples planning to assist each 
other suggests a burlesque rather than 
a serious drama. Tales of horror and 
dévastation in Russia and the persistent 
élamor as to German reparations have 
filled our ears to such a degree that 
certain economic facts have been for- 
gotten or overlooked, 

Thus we must recall.that before the 


war Germans played an important rdéle 
in Russian economic life. German en- 
gineers and managers were in responsi- 
ble positions in Russia. At the outset in 
1914 it seemed almost impossible for 
Russian ‘business life along many lines 
to continue on a productive basis with- 
out German direction and mariagement. 
In spite of the ability and efficiency. of 
Many Russian experts the .general 
economic collapse of Russia during the 
war was undoubtedly hastened by the 
withdrawal. of German management. 
But during’ the last year the situation 
has been changing, and there has been 
a steady infiltration of German tech- 
nical Observers and experts into Russia. 
This of course was only preliminary to 
an attempt by industrial Germany to

recover the peculiar and important posi- 
tion which she had occupied in time 
past. In short, Germany already: has 
an advance guard of industrial scouts 
in Russia. 

Nevertheless, it is obvious that. with- 


‘out the necessary capital and credit Rus- 
sian industry will remain dead for a’ 


long time. Hitherto political conditions 
and thé economic policy. of ‘the Soviet 
Government have prevented foreign capi- 
tal from undertaking the enormous task 
of restoration and of the development 
both of the Russian market and of Rus- 


sian natural resources: Ag. a matter, 


of fact, even under the Anglo-Russian 
trade agreement the returns. haye. been 
extremely meagre. The British Foreign 
Office is very chary of furnishing any 
reliable returns on Russian trade, In- 
deed, it is probably true, as some ex- 
perts claim, that Américan commerce 
with Russia .was greater in value last 
year than British trade with Russia. 
Under thé circumstances, particularly in 
view of German traditions and necessi- 
ties, the opportunity for German eco- 


nomic penetration in Russia is the best_ 


in sight at present. That investment, 
however, cannot be begun without initial 
advances of foreign capital. How is it 
possible, therefore, for Germany to 
furnish the necessary means? 


Stinnes’s Scheme. 


Last Autumn Stinnes, as the greatest 
of German industrial magnates, outlined 
to British capitalists a scheme for in- 
ternational participation in a plan for 
investment in Russia. This would have 


‘forced Russia to become an economic 


colony of exploitation for the benefit of 
the ‘Allies and of Germany. In: this 
connection it was pointed out that in- 
creased profits from German industrial 
prosperity. based on Russian economic 
recovery would ultimately supply the 
means to settle German reparations. In 
short, Russia was to pay the cost of the 
war. Such*‘plans, however, while im- 
pressive in scope, were not immediately 
acceptable in London or Paris.: In any 
ease, there was at that time a bitter 
feud between Dr. Rathenau ‘and the 
German industrials, for, as. a Jew ard 
as a Socialist of sorts, he fs By no 
means popular in the Stinnes circle. 
Furthermore, the Soviet authorities 
showed that they would not sell out 
Russia to foreign capitalism: without™a 
stubborn fight; and without American 
participation ‘tthe entire plam.was fur- 


‘ther endangered. 


On the other hand, if Germany and 
Russia have now made a commercial 
treaty which will be a basis for private 
negotiations, foreign capital and Credits 
might be induced to run the risk of in- 
vestment in Russian restoration. The 
German industrial magnates Already 
have at their command outside of Ger- 
many astonishingly large credits which 
they have built up in’ neutral comtitries 
during the last three yedrs. ‘fn Switzer- 
land these déposits were probably re- 
sponsible wn the first instance for the 
rise in Swiss exchange, which is now 
above par in New York. Other credits 
exist ‘in Holland, Spain, Denmark, 
Sweden and possibly elsewhere. This 
has been possible in large part by the 
enormous speculation in German paper 
marks, 





By selling German marks abroad and 
by banking the profits. outside of Ger- 
many it has been feasible for the Ger- 
man financier to dodge taxation at 
home and to establish his position in 
the field of international enterprise by 
his credits abroad. Furthermore, in or- 
der to avoid taxation and possible loss 
due to falling exchange, he is often 
“selling his inventory.’’ In other 
words, instead of sufficiently replenish- 
ing his stock of .raw \materials, and 
instead of maintaining his factories in 
sufficient'y. good condition, ,-he has un- 
wisely preferred to keep a large part of 
his profits out, of his business and out- 
side of Germany. Under these: circum- 
stances we have inside the German 
frontier the spectacle of a Government 
that is threatened by bankruptcy and 
which protests its inability to pay 
reparations, while outside of Germany 
there have. accumulated private German 
balances which, according to an official 
German expert, may amount to the 
enormous sum of about 6,000,000,000 
gold marks. . 


How_large @ part of these profits has 
been made through the gelling of Ger- 
man paper it is not easy to say. No 
one ventures eyen to guess as to the 
amount which has been made by selling. 
marks to eager’ Americans. But it is in 
this fashion that German private credits 
have been piled up until itis quite pos- 
sible for German investors to make a 
loan to Russia which would furnish the 
basis for a sloW business revival. Fur- 
thermore, by a system of revolving 
credits, by loaning goods as well as 
money, the amount of actual cash in- 
volved in such a loan would be mate- 
rially decreased. In other words, 
strange as it may seem, German indus- 
trial leaders could’ themselves probably 
take care of a loan-of one or two hun- 
dred million dollars to Russia. This 
would be possible mainly because by 
their banking arrangements they have 
escaped heavier taxation, or a capital 
levy, in Germany. By flooding the 
market with paper marks the German 
Government has in part made this fea- 
sible. Foreigners who gambled on the 
reputation of German honesty and in- 
dustry and who were ready in large 
numbers to risk comparatively small 
amounts, supplied the market. The re- 
sult ig that the losses of American 
buyers of German marks now are 
merged in the funds available for a 
German ‘oan to Soviet Russia, 


As to Forming a Syndicate. 


It is, however, doubtful if German 
financial and industrial leaders will 
wish to undertake ‘this business by 
themselves. It would not.be impossible 
for a syndicate to be formed outside of 
Germany to finance such an operation, 
but for political as well as financial rea- 
sons it might appear to be wiser to offer 
interhational financial participation, at 
least at the outset. It is by ° 
means impossible that British inves- 
tors might be willing to share in 
this unde-taking, provided that a pro- 
portionate share in the Russian mar- 
ket were allotted to them. More- 
over, ‘we ‘must in this connection re- 
member the financial habits of na- 
tions. Fort a century and more it has 
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been the custom of British capitalists 
to gamble in Governments abroad, For- 
eign investments havé helped to make 
‘London the financial market’ of 


the world, - If that position is now in: 


dispute the memory and customs of past 


generations continue to play thelr part

If, as/ the result of such conditions, 
which unquestionably exist, the German- 
Russian Treaty should | ‘ 
storm which it has created, and should 
serve as the médiym by which Russian 
economic recovery may be hastened, the 
effect of such steps on the general -in- 
ternational situation deserves considera- 
tion. ; The cabled synopsis of the treaty 
shows that Germany and Russia mutual- 
ly wipe the slate clean as far as finan- 
cial claims are concerned. At this point 
it-is doubtful whether in the matter of 
claims for damages to German nationals 
arising from Russian Soviet govern- 
mental action Germany has the right to 
part with such a possible asset. Here 
the Allies may properly object that they 
have a right to recover on those claims 
if they can. This point, however, does 
not arise if the Soviet Government 
should satisfy similar claims by any 
third State, The treaty then goes on to 
provide for renewal of consular and 
diplomatic relations, and for the renewal 
of commercial relations on the basi of 
the most-favored nation. Here the Allies 
can claim an equal right In Germany, 
and therefore equality with Russia in 
Germany. To, this ere can hardly “be 
objection. Lastly, the economic kernel is 
in* Article V., which pledges ‘‘ mutual 
assistance for the alleviation of their 
economic difficultieg in the most benev- 
olent spirit.” They are to exchange pre- 
liminary views in case of a general in- 
ternational settlement; and Germany is 
to assist ‘‘in the conclusion and execu- 
tion of economic contracts between pri- 
vate enterprises in ‘the two countries.” 
What may lie under these apparently 
harmless and friendly phrases does not 
at first appear. We have, however, just 
seen that at least one financial possi- 
bility. is within the picture, &

Thus while the Allies are having dif- 
ficulty in collecting reparations due 
from Germany by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles the way is opened to German 
economic development in Russia.» Under 
such circumstances can any one fail to 
understand the wave of anger and dis- 
appointment which has swept over 
France? Here is Germany negotiating 
directly, if not secretly, ‘with a Soviet 
Russia which, by its defection from’ the 
allied cause in 1918, was largely respon- 
sible for’'the‘loss of thousands of French 
lives, and which by its economic and 
political policies has engulfed millions 
of French francs! Furthermore, there 
is the spectre of the returning menace 
of friendly Russian-German co-opera- 
tion}, Such a possibility might in due 
course of time wipe out ‘the victory of 
the allied armies and set back the clock 
of European international relations to 
those melancholy decades when In the 
seventies and eighties of the last cen- 
tury Frence merely existed as a conva- 
lescent among the nations. Of what 
avail is an English alliance if there de- 
velop a block’ of 200,000,000 people in 
Eastern and Central Europe who may 
be. counted. as potential enemies of 
France? Here are questions which are 
coursing through French minds today.

Germany’s Changed Outlook. 


Even if we do not accept this picture 
of a dread future, certainly we cannot 


fail to appreciate the serious effect this 4 


tremor at Genoa has had on a world 
which is but just recovering from an 
earthquake. The plain facts seem on 
the whole to be comparatively harm- 
less, and it is evidence of the condi- 
tion of our international nerves that 
such an event as the brief commercial 
treaty of last Sunday should have so 
disturbed us and occupied our attention. 
The treaty may be'‘all to) the good in the 
long tun. But it certainly fs also evi- 
dence of the fact that Germany no 
longer considers herself in leading 
strings. Her independent action marks 
her return toward an international posi- 
tion from which shé was s6 recently and 
righteously driven. Thinking “generally 
and in friendly fashion one could well 
wish for the sake of her, new reputatign 
that the circumstancés and octasion 
had been different. Broadly speaking, 
she was strictly within her rights in 
signing as she did a treaty ‘with Russia. 

However, in signing this treaty ‘at 
this time Gérmany showed that she un- 
derstood the international situation 
clearly enough to feel that with profit 
to herself she could afford to risk in- 
ternational criticism and to flout the 
conventions of the conference in historic 
Prussian fashion.. Thus she has. paved 
the way for an eventual réturn to Bis- 
marck’s friendly. policy toward Russia. 


If a greater degree of co-operation with‘ 


the British should also follow we may 
see.a still further return by Germany 
to his policy. And we must not forget 
that, following 1871 during the twenty 
years of his Imperial Chancellorship 
the foundations of German industrial 
greatness were laid. German policy at 
Genoa is evidently based on realpolitik, 
on an objective, selfish determination 
whith pays. little attention to morals or 
to ideals, It is, in short, thoroughly 
and historically German.

definitely acquired from_ Peru the prov- 
ince of Tarapaca and took provisional

The Miller Administration urged and 
put upon the statute books during the 
last session liberal measures of great 
moment.

Under the terms of a bill which passed 
both houses the county courts were 
given jurisdiction to hear-all cases of. 
dependent, delinquent and neglected chii- 
dren; and this not in a criminal way, 
but in the effort to keep these children 
out of penal institutions and see to it 
that they are brought up as members of 
society in the rignt fashion. That is, the 
general purpose of this measure is ‘to 
take care of dependent and neglected 
children without giving them a. criminal 
record. <a; * 

A. division of maternity, infancy and 
child hygiene was established by statute 
at the close of the session in the State 
Department of Health, It is designed 
to accomplish under State auspices, 
State rules and with State furds every- 
thing of value and more which is con- 
templated in the alternative plan of 
matching the funds of the Federal Gov- 
ernment with other funds of the Btate 
Government under the so-called Shep~ 
pard-Towner Maternity act of the Na- 
tional Congress. 

By its own measure the State of New 
York formally repudiates the growing 


@ teridency .of the National Government 


to encroach in a subtle fashion upon the 
activities of the States. It is not denied 
that in matters affecting, for example, 
post roads and interstate commerce, the 
Federal Government is within its rights 
in leading the way toward better poli- 
cies of national welfare. But. this is a 
boundary which ought got lightly tobe 
passed. And it is very doubtful whether 
constitutionally it -can be passed. A 
policy which drags. the State Govern- 
ments at the chariot wheels of the Na- 
tional Government.in-a constantly in- 
creasing number of matching proposals. 
and multiplying functions and expendi- 
tures is fraught with ultimate disaster. 
not only to the States, but to the Na- 
tional Government itself. 

The most certain way to keep the 
National Government strong and vital is 
to protect it from too much. functioning. 
One great danger in Washington today 
is that the National Govérnment may 
cave in‘ under, its: overwhelming activi- 
ties. Everything that the States can do 
for themselves, everything which fosters 
IScal self-government, contributes to the 


out of 1,000 live births. The lowest city

A government 
which does not protect to its utmost 
mothers and little children, not knowing 
or not able to care for themselves, is a 
government without humanity and with- 
out promise of permanence. It is the re- 
sponsibility of the State to hold in solici- 
tude the mothers arid new-born child 

in the plain homes of the country. - 
coln was. born in a rude cabin. And no 
man knows when another Lincoln may 
open his eyes first upon the world in a 
plain home in the Catskills or in the far 
countryside or in the congested city 
street. . . 

Under this legislation the State of New 
York, foregoing entirely the funds of the 
national Government and separating it- 
self from the national bureau and na- 
tional leading-strings, appropriates $160,- 
000 for the establishment of a division 
of maternity, infancy and child hygiene 
within the State Department of Health; 
provides that this bureau shal]l co-oper- 
ate with and stimulate local agencies 
throughout the State; that it shall in- 
quire into local’ conditions influencing 
the health of mothers and children; that 
it shall advise localities as to providing 
adequate care to whom such care is not 
otherwise available. The law provides 
for holding health consultations for 
mothers and children in the rural dis- 
tricts in co-operation with local health 
officers and other physicians. “It pro- 
vides for instructing local health nurses 
in the hygiene of maternity and infancy. 
It makes available to mothers, through 
instruction by physicians, nurses and 
publications, information concerning the 
hygiene of maternity and infancy. It 
looks toward the prevention of blindness 
in infancy, and the care and rehabilita- 
tidn of crippled children not otherwise 
provided for. 

For ‘its own enlightenment and infor- 
mation the country should take notice of 
the doings at the capital of the Empire 
State during the last two years.

And it isn’t anything 
that a certain type of marriage service 
is going to affect very much. Make the 
ceremony. dignified and simple. Human 
nature will have to do the rest.’’

print. One of them, who is the wife of 
a well-known New York professional 
men and who has done notable philan- 
thropic work, said when ot 78 about the 
pronosed change:

And most of the“churchwomen I 
know I am sure feel the same way.

While many churchwomen with whom 
the writer has talked consider the pro- 
posed change desirable, up to this time 
none 6f the women’s church societies 
have as a unit issued a statement or 
taken a stand. And it is of interest that 
on the commission which 4s to make the 
fifteen changes in the marriage service 
there is not a woman member. 

Some say that the indifference of the 
women of this country to the wording of 
their marriage vows is largely due to the 
chivalry of American men, who would. 
not, if they could, make their women 
folks ‘‘ obey.’’ That the serious-minded 
woman does not, however, take her vows 
lightly is no doubt one of the reasons 
that she now asks for a change in the

FROM THE NURSE’S SIDE 





By A NURSE. 

HE ‘recent ‘publicity given to the 
shortage of nurses entering hos- 
pitals for training interests me 
greatly, as it is a condition I 
have expected for ten years. I 

@m a trained nurse, having finished 
my training in 1913, after nearly five 
years in three different hospitals. There 
are a few things I would like to bring 
to the attention of thinking people in- 
terested in this problem. 

My first year was spent in one of the 
large New York hospitals. Some of 
the rules and manner of discipline, after 
nine years of reflection, still stand out 
in my mind with such horror that 
ncthing but my love for the profession 
wceuld make me discuss them. When we 
were, as we expressed it, ‘‘ brought up 
on the carpet’” for any misdemeanor, 


‘we were told to report to the Superin- 


tendent’s office at 9 A. M. We were 
supposed to, and did, stand directly out- 


side this office, waiting until our Super. . 


intendent of Nurses would see us.” I 
have stood there, after being on duty 
al! night. (7 P. M. until 7 A. M.) from 
9 A. M. until 2 in the afternoon. I 
have seen other nurses faint from 
weariness and lack of food, as we were 
usually too frightened and sickened at 
the prospect of punishment to be able 
to eat our breakfast, and in waiting 
missed any opportunity for lunch. I have 
have often waited for three hours to be 
admitted into the Holy of Holies, to be 
called down for some trivial offense; 
and’ then to be told by the Assistant 
Superintendent that the’ Superintendent 
would be unable to see me‘at that time, 
ard .to report the following morning at 
9. I have reported as many as three 
mornings in succession before receiving 
my long deferred ‘‘call,’’ meanwhile 
suffering the smiling, sneering faces of 
more fortunate nurses who had escaped, 
as well as the stupid young internes. In 
this position I was in the main hall of 
the hospital, constantly under the eyes 
of the entire staff of nurses, internes 
and visiting physicians. 

I have gone to class in the morning, 
after having been on duty all night, 
and stood in line, at rigid attention, ‘for 
one hour while our head’ nurse gave 
us lectures or demonstrations. Hardly a 
class but one or more nurses fainted 
from. the severe strain of standing so 
straight and still for an hour. The 
class continued without interruption, the 
failing ones simply placed on a chair 
to recover as best they could. 

When I had been in training about 
nine months, having at that period had 
practically no experience in actual nurs- 
ing, as the entire first year was devoted 
to’ scrubbing and cleaning—work that a 
servant should have done—I was placed 
in charge of the medical wards on night 
duty. -I had charge of from forty to 
sixty extremely sick patiefits, seven- 
teen to twenty of whom were babies, 
the remainder being men suffering from 
all sorts. of infectious diseases. At onc 
time I had six typhoid fever. patients, 
all “of whom. were to receive typhoid 
fever baths every two hours. I don’t 
believe any nurse can give a treatment 
of that kind in less than twenty-five 
minutes; these fever patients were to 
be fed with gruels, which I was to 
cook myself, every two hours. I had at 
least forty medications—that is doses 
of medicine—to give during the night, 
usually four times that number. The 
seventeen babies were on a roof, and I 
was supposed to hold each baby’s bot- 
tle while it- took its feedings. I 
had three or four, sometimes six, tuber- 
cular patients ‘out under the treés who 
were to be fed every two hours until 
they went. to sleep, which was usually 
about midnight. I don’t think I need to 
say that I did not do one-half nor one- 
tenth of thesé things. I had many 
patients admittéd in the early evening, 
to whom I could not attend sometimes 
for hours, and who were dead when I 
did ‘reach them. Many patients died be- 
tore I even got their charts. written... For 
that had to be done, whether one did 
anything for the patients or not. -The 
charts had to be done. To hell with the 
patients. Get your charts done, even if 
the patients died. After a night of térror 
and sickness and death, I have gone 
to. bed at 9 and after much tossing and 


‘/turning (as we had to sleep in the 


rooms with the nurses who were on day 
duty, and consequently had to be in 
their rooms during the day) got to 
sleep about 1 P. M. to be awakened at 
to the office at once be- 

had forgot to put a dot over 





scratched every night on top of the 
morgue, just outside by ward. Because I 
humbly. begged the Superintendent to 
Jhave them taken away,I was deprived of 
my cap, than which there is no mofe hu- 
miliating punishment for a nurse. And 
yet, to this day I can hear those order- 
lies tramping over the cobblestones, car- 
rying out the dead, and hear those two 
black cats fighting above the morgue. It 
sends shivers down my spine yet, I 
could go on, perhaps boring you with 
such mere trifles, but I‘will finish with 
this hospital by saying, and truly, that I 
had a nervous breakdown. I went to a 
smaller country hospital to train, be- 
ginning at the bottom again. 

This hospital was owned, one might 
say, by a Board of Governors. These 
were the wealthy women of this very 
wealthy town. I won't go into detail 
about them, as they no doubt meant 
well, even when they put on clean 
white gloves, and ran their fingers along 
ali edges, under the beds, on top of 
cupboards, &c., and, finding any dust, re- 
porting it immediately to the head, who 
in this hospital was called Leaping Liz, 
because she had such huge feet. Many 
nurses. of my acquaintance escaped a 
lot, but there were sdme- things even the 
wise ones couldn’t escape. For instance, 
one of our chief tortures in this hos- 
pital was to sit through long discourses 
by the conceited physician who came in 
evening clothes, with a flower in his 
buttonhole, to enlighten us upon various 
subjects, and talked for hours the most 
uninteresting rot. Or at least “it was to 
us, after having been on our feet since 
6 o'clock in the morning, afid by 8 at 
night were dead, from the feet up. 

I could tell you some screamingly 
funny things about the whole business 
of training, but I am quite serious now. 
I could, if I were trained in the presen- 
tation of facts, go on for an hour, 
about the things that I feel are killing 
the nursing profession. But I will just 
say in conclusion that a few of the 
most appalling, outstanding defects are: 
First, the cruelty of the heads, the 
superintendent, Assistant, head nurses, 
and all superior officers. The hard, 
grinding work one could stand, but it’s 
the mean, stupid rules they make and 
sit up nights to enforce that make train- 
ing a hell on earth. Such as not being 
allowed to speak to the doctors—that is, 
the internes—and as for attending, sup- 
posed to bow to the floor and,let them 
treat you like the dirt under their feef. 
I have known prominent surgeons to try 
to lay the blame of a patient's death 
upon the carelessness of the operating 
room nurses, when he knew absolutely 
that he was himself solely at fault. 
Second, the long hours, and the unfair 
interruption of the rest and sleeping 
time, indiscriminately, of all nurses. 
Third, the food. What food I have 
eaten in hospitals! The horrible food. 
My usual weight is 130 pounds. After 
four and one-half years of training, I 
weighed 90. pounds, 

As I said in the beginning, I trained 
ten years ago. Perhaps they have made 
some improvements by now. Of recent 
years I have made my living in other 
capacities than nursing, notwithstanding 
that to me it is, or should be, the most 
wonderful profession in the world. I 
still love it: I gave it up after fighting 
against stupidity for practically ten 
years, for I found it futile. My feeble 
efforts are as a puff of wind. Practi- 
cal attendants may save the situation. 
For myself, when I am ill I want a 
thoroughly trained nurse, and I think 
most pegple want the same for their 
loved ones, when they need one at all. 
Oh, the stupidity of the petty physicians 
who allow such atrocious rules and 
regulations to ‘exist in what should be 
their own domain to see that nurses 
get a fair deal! They never have given 
any thought to it. Do they care if a 
nurse, after working for thrée years, is 
expelled without her.diploma, one day 
before she graduates? Not much. That 
is her hard lucks Do they care if a 
nurse gives out, and commits suicide, 
while in training, over some trivial pun- 
ishment from a catty head? Not much. 
They are too conceited, and far above 
such ‘trifles. These things I have seen, 
i and: it “hurts. . 

The nurses’ future is in the hands of 
the doctors. It is time they: took it in

JROOF. that’ the overloading of 
motor trucks is a common prac- 
tice and .is, therefore, a serious 
menace to the public highways, 
s has been shown in @ very instruc- 
tive report. just issued by the Bureau 
@f Public Roads at Washington. The 


last’ Fall by the Bureau over 
cut roads, in coperation with 
‘the Highway Commission of that State. 
It. reveals that every third truck in 
the roads where the investigation was 
™made, was loaded beyond its proper 
' capacity. 
| “Two sections of Connecticut were se- 
“fected for the, census. One was on the 
‘Wartford-Springfield road at the Mas- 
_ @achusetts and Connecticut State line 
" @nd the other was*on the Boston Post 


Puasa, Greenwich. 
ch census covered a period of four- 
teen days, ‘the daily survey covering 


ten hours. Two night counts were 
made, to form the basis for an estimate 
of night traffic. Road scales were in- 
stalled on both roads to weight the 
traffic. At the Greenwich station a 
49,000-pound automatic Fairbanks scale 
Was used, in order to delay the traffic 
@s little as possible. 

- During the first census traffic bound 

-from Springfield to Hartford was 
Weighed, whether \empty or loaded. 
North-bound trucks were stopped, but 
only commodity information was ob- 
tained. The density of traffic was such 
that it was impossible to weigh trucks 
going in both directions. In the second 
census the east-bound traffic from New 
York was weighed and west-bound 
trucks were stopped only for commodity 
information. The vehicles enumerated 
fm both cases were 75,427. Of these 
@6,577 were passenger cars and 11,115 
motor trucks. 

The Connecticut limit for weight al- 
lowed to be carried is 25,000 pounds, in- 
cluding both vehicle and load, and it 
provides that no more than 800 pounds 
per inch fn width of tire can be car- 
Tried on any one vehicle. These are also 
the New York and New Jersey limita- 
tions. 

“ Every third truck on the highway,” 
@ays the report, “was loaded beyond 
the capacity of the truck and of the 
tires. The overloading occurred in prac- 
tically all types of commodities, and 
most frequently between the three-ton 
and five-ton trucks, ranging from 20 
per cent. overload for the one-ton trucks 
to 62 per cent. overload for three-ton 
trucks. 

“(In the first census 13 per cent. of 
the trucks had more than 800 pounds per 
inch width of tire on the front axle, and 
38 per cent. overload on the rear axle. 
The overloading on the rear axle was up 
to 1,650 pounds ‘per inch, the medium 
being at 1,100 pounds, The second cen- 
gus showed a close agreement with the 
first, although the overloading was up 
to 1,600 pounds per inch of width of the 
front tire and 1,925 pounds per inch of 
the rear tires,”’ 

The first census refers to the count on 
the Hartford-Springfield road, while the 
second was taken at Greenwich. On the 
basis of every third’ truck being over- 


these two roads for a fourteen-day pe- 
riod. , 

“The practice of overloading per 
capacity,’ continues the report, “is not 
confined to toads of heavy material 
such as sand, gravel, brick, &c. It is re- 
stricted to no typical group of commodi- 
ties, but is almost universal. Apples, 
beer, butter and eggs, drugs, fish, 
furniture, groceries, lumber, meat prod- 
ucts, paper, rubber goods, sugar, vege- 
tables, wire are typical commodities of 
which overloads per capacity were noted. 


“Of the cases of overloading per 


capacity observed, 75 per cent. was 
practiced by regular trucking vehicles, 
25 per cent. by irregular trucks, Com- 
modity loads exceeding 25,000 pounds 
were noted in the case of such commodi- 
ties as brick, butter, drugs, eggs, glass, 
groceries, litharge, meat, plumbing sup- 
plies, sugar, vegetables and vinegar. 

“Of the number of loads exceeding 
25,000 pounds 87.8 per cent. were over- 
loads per capacity; 88.7 per cent. were 
by regular trucking companies. Thirty- 
nine out of forty-one cases were loaded 
from 846 to 1560 pounds per inch of tire 
width on the rear axle.” 

On the: Boston Post Road out of 5,000 
trucks the greatest density was in the 
one, two and a half and five ton trucks. 
Only 4.2 per cent. of the trucks are 
above the five-ton capacity. The sizes 
leading in percentages were: Two tons, 
16 per cent.; five tons, 12.7 per cent; 
one ton, 12.2 per cent.; three-fourths 
ton, 11 per cent.; two and a half ton, 
10.4 and three ton, 10 per cent. 

Ppeumatic tires were observed in use 
principally on the lighter trucks, solid 
tires on the heavier trucks, and a com- 
bination of pneumatic and Solid on the 
rear and’ front wheels respectively, 
principally in the weight classification 
from 3,000 to 14,000 gross weight in 
pounds. It was noted that the use of 
pneumatic tires increases rapidly from 
2,000 to 5,000 pounds, and then decreases 
rapidly to 10,000 pounds. The greatest 
percentage of trucks equipped with pneu- 
matics occurred in the 4,000 to 5,000 
pound class. Solid tires increased rap- 
idly at 5,000 pounds. 

The practical results of these investi- 
gations are summed up in the following 
five recommendations, which are pri- 
marily directed toward eliminating the 
overloading. evil: 


1. Classification of highways. 

2. Seasonal restriction of loads. 

3. Prohibition of overloads per ca- 
pacity, and restriction of tire to 800 
pounds per inch width. 

4. Maximum body width of 7 feet 6 
inches. 

5. Maximum axle loads to be deter- 
mined for each make and class of truck 
and placed in conspicuous place on the 
vehicle. 

The Connecticut motor vehicle law, it 
is interesting to note, authorizes , the 
commission to prohibit the use of trucks 
exceeding four tons capacity on any 
highway, provided such use is deemed 
injurious to the road. It is quite possi- 
ble that such limitations to the use of 
heavy trucks on certain types of roads 
may be invoked by other States. The

HELPFUL MOTOR BOOK. 


VERY helpful book for the automo-

reasonable restrictive method is neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of te 
highways not yet constructed to carry 
a more or less continuous stream of 
heavy traffic. 

“The census will be continued this 
Summer,” said Thomas A. MacDonald, 
chief of the Public Roads Bureau. ‘‘ We 
are engaged in studying on a very elab-~ 
orate scale all of the elements which go 
te make up the physical characteristics 
of the highways, the highway surfaces 
and the highway supports or the: sub- 
grades under them. In that work we 
Vrave enlisted in a national highwgy re- 
search program as many of the col- 
leges and universities as we can per- 
suade to join. We are putting to work 
the engineering research plants and test- 
ing plants which have been developed at 
the universities and colleges and that 
work is being conducted in all parts of 
the United States.”’ 

The need of scientific studies such as 
initiated by the Public Roads Bureau 
has long been felt, both by leaders in 
motor transportation development as 
well as highway engineers. Until a more 
durable and permanent pavement ob- 
tains for the majority of our main thor- 
oughfares some limitation will undoubt- 
ediy have to be placed upon heavy motor 
traffic. The problem is one of mutual 
co-operation, involving the best possible 
preservation of existing highways for 
the majority users,

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WATCH FOR TIRE BRUISE. 


* 
“STONE BRUISE,” according to 
a tire expert, is the term used to 
describe an injury to a tire caused 
by’ striking some object with sufficient 
force to cause the tire fabric to be bro- 
ken. The break may be in only one ply 
or it may be in all of them, but in any 
case it is always the inside ply that 
breaks first. 

The average driver whose tire gets a 
heavy blow from a stone or a curb usu- 
ally 1 over the outside of the tire 
to see if any damage has been done, 
But the experienced driver knows that 
the place to look is in the inside. 

Normally the inside ply is shorter 
than the rest and each ply is shorter 
than any, of the others which are out- 
side of it. This is because it is on the 
inside of the curvature of the tire. Now, 
if ‘the tire is suddenly compressed at 
some point to a considerable extent the 
relative position of the plies is reversed 
—that is, the’ outside ply’ becomes, at 
this particular point, the inside ply as 
regards the curvature, and the inside 
ply becomes the outside ply as regards 
curvature. 

This was the effect of stretching the 
inside ply more than any of the others, 
and, of course, if the amount of stretch 
is very great the fabric will be broken. 

If it should happen, as it often does, 
that only one or two inner plies are bro- 
ken, there will be no signs of injury on 
the outside until a considerable time. 
The other plies will continue to hold 
against the air pressure, even though 
under excessive strain. Continued flex- 
ing will eventually break them also, azgd 
the result may be a blow-out, ‘which 
may occur at any time, even on a per- 
fectly smooth pavement.

1921 card and offered to phone ths 
Motor Vehicle Bureau and verify my 
statements. I had to leave $25 as a 
guarantee for my appearance in Hack- 
ensack at 8 P, M., Tuesday. One man 
had to leave his watch and chain, being 
short the required cash. 

*‘ By giving this matter publicity you 
may be able to do away with this prac- 
tice, which is causing bad feeling between 
the two States,”

O the number of highways in this 

country bearing names of illustrious

It is true 
that the Judge was suspected of South- 
ern sympathies, and not without cause, 
but it is not true to say that he harbored 
that resentment long after the occasion 
for it had been forgotten by the people 
among whom he lived, nor would it be 
creditable to his memory to assume that 
he carried it beyond grave. As a 
matter of fact, there were many people 
in’ the vicinity of Scranton who shared 
the Ju ‘s war-time views, and. there 
is abundant evidence that they did not 
interfere with his personal fortunes. It 
is enough to say that about ten years 
r the war ended he was elected to 
the Common Pleas bench of Luzerne 
County, and was later a candidate for 
the bench in Lackawanna County. He 
would doubtless have been elected but 

for a bitter quarrel in his sey. . 
The reason for Judge Handley’s re- 
sentment toward Scranton, as it was 
known and generally believed here, grew 
out of the action of.the city councils in 
declaring the space in front of his cen- 
tral city property a public market place. 
Judge Handley was a man who combined 
pect qualities with some that were in- 
initely small. He was punctilious to an 
extraordinary degree and was peculiarl 
tenacious of his legal opinions. He owned 
two of the most valuable lots in the city 
of Scranton, on one .of which stood the 
Wyoming House, a marble hotel of 





was very proud. The city 
councils of Scranton passed an ordinance 
providing for the asphalting of the 
streets on” which the Judge’s pro 
was located, which he held to be il 
and on his refusal to pave the councils 
declared the space in nt of his prop- 
erties a public market place. A friend, 
who was very intimate with the Judge, 
told. me that the morning after e 


Mayor had signed this ordinance, as the | { 


Judge. looked qut of his. office window 
across the street from the Wyoming 
House and saw a farmer with a load of 
hay in front°of the hotel, he remarked 
in the quiet and solemn way that was 
his: ‘‘ That new market place will ,be a 
costly one for the City of Scranton.” 
And so it preved to be. Aside from a 
few small bequests. to. local charitable in- 
stitutions and personal friends the bulk 
of his vast estate went to Winchester. 
It is true that in: a personal. sense 
Judge Handley never forgot a friend 
or an enemy, but in his business rela- 
tions he never knew either... He con- 
tributed little to the development. of 
Scranton, but much to Winchester and 
its vicinity, whieh called forth criticism 
even before the death of the Judge. 


Judge Handley always entertained a 
kindly feeling toward the South and he 
rétained to the end of his life the digni- 
fied and austere manner usually as- 
sociated with a gentleman of the old 
régime. He was about six feet four 
inches.tall and his great height was dc- 
centuated by a high-crowned and broad- 
brimmed soft hat which he always wore, 
He stuck to the peaked collar and the 
cravat, ‘‘ whence all but him had filed.’’ 
One of his close friends was a man less 
than five. feet high and occasionally 
they would be nm on the streets to- 
gether—a sight which contributed much 
to the gayety of spectators. P. A. 





NURSING 


PROBLEM 





New York, April 6, 1922, 
To the Editor of The New York Timés: 

I, like your Staten Island ‘‘ Reader ”’ 
who writes in your issue of the 1st inst., 
have noticed the frequent appearance 
in the newspapers of communications 
and comments on both the hospital and 
nursing «problems, especially in “THE 
Trmes, during the past year. The im- 
pression I receive from your columns, 
particularly the ‘“‘ Topics of the Times ”’ 
editor, is. that of sharp antagonism to 
the medical men, hospitals et al. when- 


ever such matters come up. This is 
mofe to be regretted in THE Times 
than in other papers as, at least out 
our way, the opinion is generally held 
by phrwiciens that THE Times has a 
medical editor to whom matters affect- 
ing the profession are referred. I. re- 
call very distinctly a conversation with 
Dr. Crile several years. ago on the sub- 
ject, who stated. positively that. the 
opinion referred to was correct. 
nquestionably something is wrong 
with the nursing situation,. and the hos- 
pitals as well. The hospital journals 
are continually discussing both -subjects, 
but. I conclude from your own com- 
ments, and from the letters written you, 
that no one outside of the Hospital Su- 
perintendent s, Office reads them. Cer- 
tainly not carefully, or the things writ- 
ten would never. be even though 
So far as hospitals are concerned, few 
are run for profit. Indeed, I personally 
know of but one. The management, 
however, is a difficult one. I think 
that they may all be divided into three 
general classes regarding the manage- 
ment.’ The Roman Catholics, who seem 
to train a sister for the position of 
Sister ‘Superior, and put her in author- 
ity, subject I suppose to advice only 
from the Bishop with perhaps, occasion- 
ally,’ the .parish pesents The. Jews, who 
hunt up. a. capable. man, ask no es- 
tions as to his’religious belief, and turn 
him loose without interference.

On account of our industrial tradition, 
@ tradition in which the principle of 
self-interest is admitted and approved 
and any other principle is looked on with 
suspicion, ricans are quick to rec- 
ognize the element of interest in any 
political controversy. Accordingly, we 
ate not surprised to see aligned behind 
the opposition to the bonus many who 
profited by the war, and the American 
tendency to follow any train.of thought 
through to its ultimate conclusion con- 
vinces us that if the bonus is to be 
paid the ones to pay it are the war 
profiteers—at least to the Mmit of their 
profits. .We appreciate the danger of 
further hamstringing of big ‘business 
units. We see the social fallacy of tax- 
ing the rich for the sole reason that they 
are rich. We recognize the injustice of 
taking money from the country at large 
(meaning inevitably the Lewd 9 and giv- 
ing it to a class of able- ed young 
men. But when we contemplate the war- 
profiteer we visualize him as a robber, 
@ person who took something to which 
he" was not entitled upon: any known 
economic theory, a member of the com- 
munity who took when he was under a 
and moral obligation to give and 
who now nurses his conscience by add- 
ing his voice to the opposition to a 
measure for the remuneration of: those 
he robbed. What a blessing it would 
be if the forces of lawlessness, -recruited 
n part from the bitterness of dis- 
gruntied soldiers, would turn their at- 
“Mention to the profiteers, in- whose 
despoiling there. would at least be some 
element of social justice, It .would: be 
comforting should the newspapers: take 
care to notify us whenever ‘the. victim 
of a particular robbery or murder is a 
war profiteer. -In reading that the house 
of ‘‘ So-and-So,”’ who made.a million in 
the manufacture of munitions, was .en- 
tered, &c.,- we would at least feel the 
Satisfaction of the populace watching 
the: combat between: criminals in the 
arena, knowing that whoever was van- 
quished “ barbaric justice was accom- 
plished and society rid of a parasite. 

But the_ proposition. that the war 
profiteer should pay the bonus can be 
supported on grounds other than the. re- 
venge theory of justice. Judge Cardoza, 
dissenting in the New York Court of Ap- 
peals, held that the bonus wa a pay- 
ment to the soldiers for services ren- 
dered—for consideration actually given 
to the country. _The majority of the 
court, however, decided that such was 
not the law, but that the bonus was a 
gratuity. Whatever our feelings may be 
as to Judge Cardoza’s view, the holding 
of. the majority. of the court does not 
seem to accord with ‘* natural justice,”’ 
and a question arises as to whether there 
may not be some other legal principle 
upon which the» proposition might. be 
argued. 

It is an accepted principle that Ameri- 
can government’ rests upon the theory 
of the social compact; that in return 
for protection and the rights of citizen- 
ship the citizen owes the Government 
loyalty and the duties of citizenship. 
One of these duties ‘is that of bearing 
arms, and, in the time’of war, of making 
the ultimate sacrifice for the preserva- 
tion of the State, In the performancé 
of: these duties the soldier is doing no 
more than he was obligated to do upon 
becoming a citizen, and even. though he 
give his life, he is not entitled to com- 
pensation beyond. what he has already 
received under the original compact be- 
tween hi if-and his sovereign. This, 
on principle, would seem to negative 
Judge Cardoza’s view that the soldier 
has given something which may be 
legal consideration for further compen- 
sation. If we stop here, the question 
seems disposed of. 

In addition, however, to the relation 
between the State and the citizen,: there 
exists a fundamental relation between 
the citizen and his fellow-citizen. The 
social compact does not consist in 100,- 
000,000 isolated and independent com- 
pacts between the State and 100,000,000 
separate individuals, but in a single com- 
pact between the State as one’ party an 
all of the citizens together as the other 
party. The citizens, therefore, are joint 
parties to a single contract .and owe to 
each other whatever duties the law im- 

es upon persons in this relation. 
umerous examples of and authorities 
for the existing of this relation might be 
cited, but this letter is not a legal brief 
and the proposition is obvious. 

Bei under a joint obligation, the 
citizens owe each other. the duty of shar- 
ing the detriments. of carrying out the 
obligation on the theory of equitable con- 
tribution. Where one citizen has given 
more than his share ‘in fulfilling. the 
common duty he is entitled to contribu- 
tions from his: fellows until the loss is
